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The  old  maxim  that  "  ignorance  is  the 
mother  of  devotion," — if  it  was  ever  appli- 
oaUe  in  Protestant  Ghristendom — has  be¬ 
come  obsolete.  The  most  thorough  scholar- 
ship  of  this  country  at  least  is  Ohbistian, 
and  the  minds  wUoh  give  tone  to  our 
selenoe,  and  to  our  best  literature,  are 
minds  deeply  imbued  with  Christian  faith. 

This  is  a  cheering  fact,  and  deserves  a 
grateful  recognition.  The  ablest  scientific 
Beview  in  this  oonntiy — and  which  in  real 
ability  has  not  perhaps  its  superior  in  the 
world — is  the  Jovmai  of  Soionoe  and  Art, 
founded  by  the  venerable  Prof.  Silliman, 
and  which  still  numbers  among  its  oonduo- 
tors  and  oontributors  some  of  the  most 
eminent  Christian  scholars  in  the  land.  Our 
scientific  literature  is  deeply  indebted  to 
men  like  Billiman,  Dana,  and  Hitchcock, 
who  have  combined  with  the  enthusiasm  of 
soholars  a  profound  reverence  for  the  ora¬ 
cles  of  God.  The  richest  tribute  of  their 
investigations  and  discoveries  is  laid  on  the 
■acred  altar,  and  if  their  scholarship  adorns 
th^  piety,  their  piety  sanctifies  their  learn¬ 
ing. 

But  what  is  true  in  the  field  of  science,  is 
also  true  in  the  field  of  general  literature. 
In  the  department  of  Church  history  the 
names  of  Professors  Sohaff,  and  H.  B. 
Smith,  and  Shedd,  hold  a  high  rank.  These 
men  have  not  only  lectured  on  Church  His 
tory,  but  have  published  elaborate  works 
which  will  have  a  permanent  place  in  the 
literature  of  their  oouutry.  Our  leading 
philosophioal  text  books  are  largely  the 
productions  of  Christian  scholars,  and  when 
a  foreigner  inquires  for  our  most  thorough 
linguists,  he  is  pointed  to  Alexander,  Bob- 
inson.  Green,  Woolsey,  Tayler  Lewis,  and 
Marrii,  and  others  identified  with  our  com¬ 
mon  Protestant  Cfiiristianity. 

But  perhaps  there  is  no  test  of  the  litera¬ 
ture  of  a  country  more  fair— all  things  con¬ 
sidered— than  its  scientific,  literary,  and 
critical  journals  and  reviews.  In  these  the 
ablest  thinkers  and  scholars  of  the  day  find 
a  channel  through  which  to  communicate 
the  results  of  their  studies  and  investiga- 
tlons,  while  in  them  we  have  a  oomprehen- 
dve  view  of  the  speculations  of  the  age  as 
well  as  of  the  issues  of  the  Press.  But 
judged  by  these,  the  Christian  element  pre¬ 
dominate  in  our  literature.  Many  of  oar 
Bevlews  are  established  and  supported  by 
particular  denominations,  but  even  in  thee 
the  peullaritie  of  sect  are  but  a  subor¬ 
dinate  fetnre,  and  in  many  repents  they 
all  occupy  a  oommon  ground. 

Almet  the  only  Quarterly  of  the  land 
which  is  noi  in  some  way  oonneted  with, 
and  largely  dependent  upon,  denomina¬ 
tional  patronage,  is  the  EortA  American  Re¬ 
view,  and  even  this  oan  scarely  claim  ex¬ 
emption.  Its  conductors  for  a  long  time 
have  bdonged  almet  wholly  to  the  Uni- 
.  tarians,  and  its  page  are  redolent  of  the 
atmosphere  of  Cambridge.  Abstaining  gen 
eraVy  from  discussions  of  Christian  de 
trine  by  which  offene  might  be  given,  it 
take  up  rathe  theme  of  political,  social, 
moral,  and  literary  interest,  discussing  them 
often  with  marked  ability,  although  by  no 
^th  supli  s  imponority  9I  jfaniiAg 
e  eloqneue  m  to  distane  competition. 
The  Review  may  be  described- !!  we  &ay 
judge  from  the  first  number  under  its  new 
editors— M  at  lest  semi-Unitarian,  with  in¬ 
fusion  enough  of  geneal  scholarship  to 
save  it  from  a  denominational  wpeot. 

Singularly  enough  it  he  in  its  last  num¬ 
ber  nved  us  the  neessity  of  characterizing 
the  Bibliotheca  Sacra,  the  Quarterly  of  An¬ 
dover  which  has  absorbed  the  Biblical  Re- 
poettory  and  the  Christian  Review — the  for¬ 
mer  organ  of  the  Baptist  Churches.  Of  this 
able  representative  of  American  scholarship 
itmys  "it  has  few  of  the  charaoteristios  of 
a  periodical,  except  that  it  keeps  itself  j 
abreast  of  the  times  in  literature  and  learn¬ 
ing.  Its  articles  are  not  adapted  to  some 
transient  mood  of  the  public  mind,  .  .  but 
from  their  very  nature  of  enduring  interest 
and  moment,  and  the  suooessive  phases  of 
theologioal  opinions  with  reference  to  them, 
represent  only  successive  stages  of  research, 
development,  and  knowledge."  It  is  spo¬ 
ken  of  as  "  elevated  in  its  whole  character," 
M  addressing  "only  the  advanced  and  cul¬ 
tivated  mind  of  the  wh(de  country,"  as 
*'  not  the  organ  of  a  sect  or  a  party,  but  of 
whatever  we  have  in  the  land  of  devout 
■dholsrsbip,  of  consecrated  learning. " 

This  high  estimate— except  that  it  seems 
to  ignore  the  equal  scholarship  enlisted  in 
kindred  Bevlews— is  in  the  main  just,  and 
maybe  regarded  as  a  oonoeesion  to  the 
claims  of  the  Christian  soienoe  and  Utera- 
tnre  of  the  country.  But  there  are  other 
Qosrterlies  of  a  more  distinctly  theologioal 
cast,  which  fill  spheres  quite  as  important. 
Some  of  these,  as  they  come  under  our  no- 
tioe  every  three  months,  we  may  here  group 
together. 

The  PHneeton  Review  is  already  a  patri¬ 
arch.  Commenced  in  1828,  it  antedates 
even  the  Biblical  Repoeitoiy,  and  has  already 
passed  the  climax  of  a  humak  lifs*  It  has 
acquired  a  fixed  and  stable  character. 
Grave,  sedate,  conservative,  it  never  re 


laxes  into  a  smile;  it  never  forgets  the  dig¬ 
nity  of  its  years.  It  treads  its  way  as  can- 
tionsly  as  the  elephant  that  tries  the  bridge 
he  is  to  cross  arith  his  foot,  before  he  trusts 
his  weight  upon  it.  For  a  false  principle 
in  words,  or  a  suspicious  doctrine  in  theolo¬ 
gy,  it  has  a  keen  scent,  and  it  rarely  aban¬ 
dons  the  chase  till  it  has  laid  its  heavy  band 
upon  its  victim.  Over  some  of  its  articles 
it  would  be  easy  to  fall  asleep.  There  are 
others,  however,  of  a  far  higher  character — 
some  that  recall  the  memories  of  Miller, 
Dodd,  and  the  Alexanders,  whose  features 
seem  to  their  pupils  retraced  on  the  pages 
of  the  Beview  long  identified  with  their 
names.  On  questions  of  metaphysics,  and 
the  doctrinal  discussions  of  the  day — exclu¬ 
sive  of  general  literature,  to  which  less  at¬ 
tention  is  given — the  Princeton  Review  is 
still  distinguished  by  an  ability  and  vigor 
worthy  of  its  earlier  days. 

The  New  Englander,  dating  from  1843, 
notwithstanding  its  birthplace.  New  Haven, 
is  by  no  means  a  lineal  successor  of  the  old 
Christian  Spectator.  At  least  it  has  put  off 
the  white  cravat  and  the  black  coat,  and 
stands  ready  to  try  conclusions  in  any  sphere 
of  public  interest,  to  vindicate  the  memory 
of  the  fathers,  to  glorify  New  Eagland’s  in¬ 
stitutions  in  Church  or  State,  to  discuss 
hymn  books  or  popular  novels,  or  to  grap¬ 
ple  with  the  political  and  social  problems 
of  the  day.  Its  articles  are  not  always  pro¬ 
found,  but  they  are  suggestive,  and  call  at¬ 
tention  to  themes  on  which  the  thoughts 
of  public  men  are  directed.  While  local  to 
some  extent  in  its  range  of  subjects,  it  does 
not  overlook  questions  of  European  poU 
tics,  or  which  concern  the  general  welfare 
and  mutual  relations  of  distant  nations, 
while  its  discussions  of  principles  show  its 
strong  sympathy  with  the  progressive  soienoe 
and  civilization  of  the  age. 

The  Methodist  Quarterly  Review  is  of  still 
older  date  (1841),  and  has  acquired  an  es¬ 
tablished  reputation  highly  creditable  to 
the  body  which  it  represents.  Some  of  its 
discussions  are  remarkably  able  and  thor¬ 
ough,  while  its  contributors  are  to  be  found 
among  various  denominations.  Ecclesias¬ 
tical  questions  are  considered  in  a  candid 
and  liberal  spirit,  and  the  leading  topics  of 
the  day  are  treated  with  marked  ability. 

The  Christian  Examiner,  the  organ  of  the 
Unitarians,  is  perhaps  the  oldest  of  all  the 
denominational  Beviews,  having  attained 
the  age  of  two-score  years.  But  time  has 
dealt  lightly  with  it,  and  it  has  sometimes 
seemed  to  ns  that  it  had  lost  neither  the 
freshness  nor  waywardness  of  youth.  It  is 
indeed  more  at  home  in  the  forum  and  in 
the  studio  of  the  artist,  and  even  amid  the 
stirring  scenes  of  national  strife  (as  well  as 
in  the  alcove  crowded  with  fresh  volumes 
with  uncut  leaves),  than  in  the  pulpit  or  the 
lecture  room.  If  it  sometimes  mistakes 
speculative  daring  for  ability,  or  attempts 
to  soar  through  the  haze  of  transcendental¬ 
ism  to  the  heights  of  eloquence,  it  seldom 
fails  to  redeem  its  errors  by  works  of  liter¬ 
ary  supererogation,  giving  us  finu^ed  es¬ 
says,  classic  in  style,  and  if  less  practical 
or  devotional  in  bearing,  exquisitely  grace¬ 
ful  in  form.  Its  critical  department,  though 
after  the  pattern  of  the  Westminster,  has  in¬ 
finitely  more  honesty  and  |^dor. 

The  Boston  Review,  though  a  juvenile  by 
its  side,  is  its  able  antagonist.  It  is  just  as 
orthodox  as  the  Examiner  is  Unitariui.  It 
has  the  peculiar  faculty  of  saying  just  what 
it  means,  without  tedleus  circumlocutions. 
In  a  mere  literary  point  of  view,  it  may  not 
be  equal  to  the  Examiner,  but  under  a  less 
flowing  drapery,  it  has  quite  as  much  power 
of  limb  and  ](^s(ead  of  fencing 

with  a  Damascus  blade,  it  strikeg  ine 
broadswordj  T'btte  is  no  child’s  play  about 
it.  And  yet  it  has  its  genial  side,  It  oan 
relish  good  poetry,  and  reel  the  line  by  the 
brook,  and  bask  in  the  sunshine  on  the 
slopes  of  the  mountains.  Yet  it  is  never 
caught  napping.  It  has  as  keen  an  eye  for 
the  traitcr  in  the  camp  as  for  the  foe  Vith- 
out,  and  woe  to  the  presumption  that  at¬ 
tempts  to  mask  heresy  of  any  kind  under 
an  orthodox  name. 

The  American  Presbyterian  and  Theologi¬ 
cal  Review  combines  two  original  Beviews 
— the  Presbyterian  Quarterly  runiring  back 
some  twelve  years,  and  the  American  Theo¬ 
logical  Review  commenced  in  1869.  Perhaps 
no  Beview  in  the  country  has  more  able 
contributors.  Prof.  H.  B.  Smith,  one  of  its 
editors,  is  in  himself  a  host,  and  no  review 
of  Benan's  work  in  this  country  has  yet  ap¬ 
peared  which  can  compare  with  his  in  this 
Beview.  The  management  of  this  Beview 
is  such  as  to  combine  vigor  and  learning 
with  freshness  and  variety.  Its  denomina- 
tionalism  is  of  the  most  genial  kind,  not 
pugnacious  or  controversial,  but  yet  frank 
and  outspoken.  If  not  always  on  the  look¬ 
out  for  lurking  foes,  or  scenting  heresy  in 
every  breeze,  it  is  devoted  alike  to  the  cause 
of  Scriptural  doctrine  and  sound  learning, 
while  patriotic  to  the  heart’s  core. 

We  have  not  space  to  speak  as  we  should 
like  of  the  Freewill  Baptist  Qxtarteriy,  credi¬ 
table  to  the  denomination  it  represents  for 
literary  culture,  and  the  spirit  and  vivacity, 
rather  than  the  profoundity,  of  its  articles; 
of  the  Meroersburg  Review,  which,  in  the 
department  of  Church  History  and  antiqui¬ 
ties,  has  shown  a  scholarship  which  we 
honor  in  spite  of  the  "  Oburohly  ’’  notions 
with  which  they  are  sometimes  interwoven; 
of  the  Church  Review  which  vigorously  rep¬ 
resents  a  portion  at  least  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  this  country,  but  which  is  more 
limited  than  some  of  its  contemporaries  in 


cal  Lutheran  Church,  which  shows  a  Ger¬ 
man  thoroughness  in  its  biblical  criticisms, 
and  its  historical  and  theological  discus¬ 
sions. 

But  a  mere  survey  of  these  Beviews  is 
enough  to  indicate  the  resources  of  learn¬ 
ing  and  scholarship  by  which  they  are  sus¬ 
tained.  It  shows  that  the  field  of  the 
Quarterlies  is  almost  exclusively  denomina¬ 
tional.  It  has  become  such  almost  of  ne¬ 
cessity  as  one  after  another  of  the  secular 
Beviews — like  the  American  Quarterly  Re¬ 
view  (1827-37),  the  New  York  Review  {iSSU- 
42),  The  Amerioan  Whig  Review,  The  Demo¬ 
cratic  Review,  and  others — havesucoessively 
withdrawn.  The  monthlies,  less  formid¬ 
able,  and  mingling  the  lighter  graces  of  fic¬ 
tion  or  humor  with  graver  discussions,  have 
found  a  place  for  themselves  in  which  they 
can  do  effective  service,  but  the  conditions 
of  their  existence — forced  to  appeal  to  a 
wider  class  of  readers— shut  out  anything 
like  very  profound  or  learned  discussions. 
They  number  among  their  oontributors 
many  brilliant  and  popular  writers,  but  it 
is  not  to  them  that  the  public  appeals  toi  a 
final  verdict  on  the  great  questions  of  the 
age.  In  no  other  country,  we  verily  be¬ 
lieve,  are  the  highest  scholarship  and  the 
most  profound  learning  so  thoroughly  iden¬ 
tified  with  the  various  forms  of  our  oommon 
Protestant  Christianity.

Or  is  it  in  the  name  of  Liberty  that  the 
Germans  invade  the  little  kingdom  on  the 
North?  But  Denmark  is  a  far  freer  coun¬ 
try,  not  only  than  Austria,  but  than  Prus¬ 
sia  also,  For  a  year  past  the  Prussians 
have  complained  of  the  intolerable  absolu¬ 
tism  of  William  Frederick,  and  have  been 
ready  to  break  out  into  revolution.

We  can  see  in  it  no  redeeming  feature.  It 
is  a  war  conceived  in  wickedness,  and 
which  we  fear  oan  end  only  in  disaster  and 
shame.  But  God  is  wiser  than  man,  and 
may  yet  bring  good  out  of  evil,  confound¬ 
ing  the  schemes  of  ambitions  and  wicked 
men,  and  overruling  this  needless  war  for 
good  to  the  cause  of  Liberty  in  Europe. 


A  ntSDIiBSS  AHO  WICXBO  WAS. 

Three  weeks  ago  we  began  an  article  in 
The  Evahoelist  thus :  "  The  year  1864 
seems  likely  to  witness  the  end  of  war  in 
America,  and  the  beginning  of  a  general 
war  in  Europe."  Scarcely  were  the  words 
written— they  were  not  printed— when  the 
first  cannon  ehot  was  fired  across  the  water. 
The  war  is  actually  begun.  Where  it  will 
terminate  is  known  only  to  Him  who  sees 
the  end  from  the  beginning. 

It  is  more  than  a  month  since  the  two 
leading  German  powers — Austria  and  Prns- 
sia- began  that  invasion  of  the  Duchies  of 
Schleswig-Holstein,  belonging  to  the  king 
dom  of  Denmark,  which  has  thus  ended  in 
blood.  Our  last  previous  advices  left  them 
in  possession  of  Holstein,  from  which  the 
Dimes  had  retired  into  Schleswig,  and  the 
two  armies  were  separated  only  by  a  river. 

But  the  invaders  were  not  to  rest  here. 
On  the  2d  of  this  month  they  attempted  to 
force  their  way  into  Schleswig,  which  at 
once  brought  them  into  collision  with  the 
Danish  troops.  The  details  are  not  very 
fnlL  Telegrams  say  that  the  attack  lasted 
six  hours,  but  it  could  not  have  been  very 
severe  as  they  report  only  150  Danes  killed 
or  wounded,  and  two  or  three  hundred  Ger¬ 
mans — a  number  which,  with  our  sad  expe¬ 
rience  of  war,  would  be  hardly  sufficient  to 
give  the  contest  the  proportions  of  a  battle. 
But  it  is  enough  that  blood  has  flowed.  That 
fact  alone  is  sufficient  to  excite  the  passions 
of  two  brave  and  high  spirited  peoples,  and 
to  render  it  probable  that  their  action  will 
be  guided  less  by  reason  and  policy  than  by 
a  keen  and  bitter  animosity. 

Since  unhappily  this  war  is  likely  to  con¬ 
tinue,  our  readers  will  often  ask  themselves, 
which  party  is  right  and  which  is  wrong  ? 
For  Americans  do  not  like  to  be  indifferent 
spectators  of  a  great  oonfiiot  between 
nations.  But  in  this  case  it  is  impossible 
to  feel  the  same  intwest  as  we  did  in  the 
war  in  Italy,  for  it  is  not,  like  that,  a  war  for 
independence  ;  it  is  a  war  which  involves 
no  great  principles,  and  which  cannot  de¬ 
cide  anything  in  regard  to  the  cause  of 
human  liberty.  So  far  as  our  sympathies 
go,  they  are  with  Denmark,  as  the  weaker 
p6¥er,  and  as  tfee  one  which  has  been 
att^ellfi  As  Sere  llgut  of  suco^fl* 
eion  to  the  Duchies,  that  is  not  a  question 
in  which  Americans  take  the  smallest  inte¬ 
rest.  Who  cares  a  button  whether  this  or 
that  Duke  oan  prove  a  title  to  that  petty 
sovereignty?  But  the  real  question — as 
we  explained  in  a  former  article— lies  be¬ 
yond  that.  It  is  whether  the  people— who

We  have  received  an  extended  article  on 
this  subject,  in  which  the  writer  freely  ad¬ 
mits  the  necessity  of  the  increase  of  the 
ministry,  but  is  strongly  of  the  opinion  that 
what  is  stiU  more  needed  is  some  system  "  by 
which  scores  of  good  and  efficient  unem¬ 
ployed  ministers  shall  be  put  into  the  fleld, 
and  their  services  made  available  to  the 
Church."  Of  the  necessity  of  some  plw 
by  which  Ministers  and  Chnrohes  may  be¬ 
come  acquainted  with  each  other,  and  be 
brought  into  harmonious  cooperation,  the 
writer  adduces  the  following  facts  : 

"  No  one  will  deny  that  there  are  in  the 
Presbyterian  Family  (to  say  nothing  of 
others)  scores  of  unemployed  ministers  who 
are  able  and  willing  to  work.  Nor  is  it 
sufficient  to  say,  they  are  men  who  ^ve 
mistaken  their  oriling,  or  thatth^  are  men 
whom  nobody  wishes  to  hear,  ana  that  they 
may  as  well  be  idle,  or  at  someth!^  else, 
as  to  be  at  work  in  the  ministry.  This  is 
not  true.  Men  well  furnished  for  the  work 
of  the  ministry — highly  educated,  judicious, 
talented,  pious,  in  health,  and  more  than 
acceptable  where  they  are  known,  are  un¬ 
employed  merely  because  we  have  no  sys¬ 
tem  that  puts  them  in  the  field,  without 
sending  them  out  ‘parish hunting.’ 

"To  do  this,  they  are  too  sensitive  and 
modest,  and  therefore  in  this  fast  age,  they 
are  left  unemployed,  and  the  impression 
obtains,  they  are  not  worth  having.  Where¬ 
as  many  of  them  are  among  the  most  wor¬ 
thy  in  the  land  I  They  are  like  those  choice 
men  in  civil  life,  who  never  obtain  a  civil 
office,  because  they  cannot  consent  'to 
stump  the  State’  on  their  own  behalf.  Are 
they  less  worthy  f 

"But  while  these  men  are  unemployed, 
^e  Ohorohea  are  UDsnpplied  with  the  min¬ 
is^.  Nor  is  this  all ;  this  very  state  of 
things  is  continually  an  'argumentum  in  ter- 
rorem'  before  the  eyes  of  our  young  men  for¬ 
bidding  them  to  enter  the  ministry  I  Who 
has  not  seen  this?  The  whole  Church  feels 
it.  Most  strenuous  efforts  may  be  made  to 
multiply  the  number  of  ministers,  and  this 
will  do  something,  but  till  the  evil  in  our 
system,  to  which  I  allude,  is  corrected,  there 
is  a  mighty  obstacle  in  our  way  I” 

All  will  grant  that  this  is  an  evU.  But 
how  is  it  to  be  remedied  ?  The  writer  thinks 
that  a  system  might  be  devised,  which,  with 
the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  Ministry  and 
the  Church,  would  prevent  the  loss  of  time 
of  all  snoh  clergymen  as  are  now  compelled 
to  seek  new  fields  of  labor,  and  save 
Churches  also  from  being  left  -vacant  for 
months  and  sometimes  even  years.  We 
confess  we  are  not  quite  so  hopeful  of  the 
result  of  any  scheme  that  may  be  proposed, 
but  are  ready  to  listen  to  every  practicable 
expedient  for  the  lessening  of)  what  all  re¬ 
gard  as  a  very  serious  trouble.  We  shall 
awaitthe  writer’s  plan  or  system  with  some 
degree  of  curiosity.

Dear  Evangelist :  In  a  previous  letter,  I 
stated  that  not  improbably  the  present 
Legislature  of  Missouri  would  call  a  State 
Convention  soon  enough  to  abolish  slavery 
before  the  next  anniversary  of  National  In¬ 
dependence.  Yon  have  learned  that  we 
are  not  progressing  quite  as  rapidly  as  that. 
We  are  to  have  the  Convention  elected 
next  November,  »nd  it  is  to  meet  in 
January  1866.  We  may  therefore  stiUhope 
that  when  the  present  presidential  term  of 
office  expires  Missouri  will  be  a  free  State.

It  seems  almost 
certain  now,  that  in  that  State  the  next 
harvests  will  be  reaped  from  item  wU  hy 
tree  bands.  We  also  have  good  reason  to 
expect  that  Louisiana  will  accompany 
Arkansas  so  closely,  that  before  we  shall 
be  quite  rid  of  slavery  in  Missouri,  there 
will  be  only  free  soil  South  of  us  quite 
down  to  the  Gqlf.  Tennessee  is  not  un¬ 
likely  to  be  soon  placed  on  the  free  list 
Then  Missouri  will  be  quite  encompassed 
by  free  States,  except  for  that  short  dis¬ 
tance  where  the  Mississippi  flows  between 
her  and  the  little  end  of  infatuated  Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Yon  remember  how  fiercely  the  disciples 
of  David  Atchison  struggled  to  prevent 
the  erection  of  a  free  State  on  the  West  of 
Missouri.  How  little  did  they  dream  that, 
within  ten  years,  she  would  have  a  free 
State  South  of  her!  They  feared  that  free¬ 
dom  in  Kansas  would  be  fatal  to  slavery  in 
Missouri ;  and  they  were  right.  Freedom 
to  right  of  her ;  freedom  to  left  of  her ; 
freedom  in  rear  of  her  ;  and  now  soon 
freedom  in  front  of  her  : — surely  slavery  in 
Missouri  will  be  iu  more  desperate  straits 
than  was  "the  light  brigade."  Yet  this 
will  not  be  the  setting  at  bay  of  that  vigor¬ 
ous  belligerent  which  slavery  in  Missouri 
was  of  old.  It  is  already  a  prostrate  power, 
faint,  feeble,  dying.  The  finishing  stroke 
to  be  struck  by  the  Convention  will  be 
rather  the  humane  cutting  short  of  the 
creature’s  dying  agony,  and  the  speedier 
ridding  mankind  of  the  revolting  sight 
of  its  miserable  writhing. 

The  slave  men  of  Missouri  are,  in  great 
numbers,  becoming  what,  until  this  war,  the 
colored  free  men  of  New  York  and  New 
England  could  not  be — citisen  soldiers  of  the 
United  States.  Numbers  of  them  are  to-day 
in  Arkansas,  much  admired  for  their  sol¬ 
dierly  .behavior,  efficiently  protecting  the 
loyal  people  of  that  State,  (including  many 
who  have  lately  repented  of  rebellion,) 
while  they  proceed  to  restore  their  State  to 
the  Union,  thoroughly  purged  of  treason 
and  of  slavery.  These  black  men  are  open¬ 
ing  their  way  with  bayonets,  through  the 
prejudices,  to  the  respect  of  mankind.  The 
most  unexceptionable  testimony  shows  that 
no  regiments  observe  better  discipline,  and 
that  few  are  so  free  from  profanity  And 
dzunkennesB,  as  those  of  African  desqent.

But  in  these  tempestuous  years  ol 
civil  war,  we  cannot  expect  much  mild 
weather  ;  and  in  our  desire  to  be  charitable 
to  the  dead,  we  must  not  be  uncharitable  to 
the  living  who  opposed  him,  not  because 
they  loved  him  less,  but  because  they  lov* 
ed  their  country  and  their  race  more. 
They  will  now  be  disposed  to  forget  the 
Governor’s  errors,  and  to  promote  the 
remembrance  of  his  virtues.  His  pastes 
deliberately  pronounced  him  "  the  groateet. 
and  the  best  man  he  ever  knew."  If  these., 
may  have  been  in  this  somewhat  of  tho.. 
amiable  exaggeration  of  gratitude,  noM- 
will  gainsay  that  pastor’s  testimony  to  naaj.. 
touching  facts  which  show  that  Govssnos 
Gamble  was  a  most  exemplary  Ohristiaii, 
exceedingly  conscientious,  carefully  avpick. 
ing  the  appearance  of  evil,  having  a  child' 
like  trust  in  God,  and  a  moat  simjJc  and 
steadfast  belief  in  the  real  efficacy.  oC 
prayer,  and  making  a  very  thorough  cons** 
oration  of  his  great  wealth,  his  superior  tal* 
ents,  and  his  wide  influence  to.  bis  Bft* 
viour. 

One  pleasant  aneodote,  illustrating  Qov. 
Gamble’s  character,  is  to  this  effect.  A  ferry 
company,  with  fine  prospects  of  a  looraUm 
business,  desired  Mr.  Gamble  to  make  an 
Investment  in  their  stock,  which  he  decUii' 
9d,  because  they  run  their  boats  on  the 
Sabbath.  "WB  are  obliged  by  law  to  do 
so,"  was  the  excuse  offered.  "Ytr."  he 
replied,  "I  know  that  the  law  requires  your 
company  to  run  its  boats  on  the  Sabbath, 
but  the  law  does  not  require  me  to  invest  my 
money  in  your  stock.'*  As  faithful  and  brave 
a  conscience  would  show  mm^f  a  Ohristlan 
just  as  decisive  a  way  of  disposing  *4 
sophistries,  by  which  they  are  more  or  Isas 
directly  entangled  in  Sabbath-breaking; 
drunkard-making,  man-selling,  and  many 
other  unchristian  practices.

are  Germane  in  race  and  language— shall  j  ^iotly  trqe,  Indicate 


belong  to  Germany,  or  to  the  little  king¬ 
dom  of  Denmark?  Thus  stated,  the  Ger¬ 
mans  seem  to  have  a  show  of  reason,  for 
they  use  the  lefty  Rfid  high-sounding  word 
of  nationality.  It  is  on  this  ground  they 
have  begun  the  war.  and  that  they  justify 
their  invasion  in  the  face  of  the  civilized 
world. 

This  plea  of  nationality  is  one  bronght 
forward  by  all  the  revolutionists  of  Europe, 
and  one  which  has  great  force  when  ad¬ 
dressed  to  Amerioan  ears.  What  can  be 
more  right  and  just  than  that  the  people 
who  belong  to  one  race  and  who  speak 
one  language,  should  be  parts  ol  the  same 
great  German  nation?  This  looks  very 
fair,  and  indeed  if  the  rule  could  be  carried 
out  we  should  rejoice  to  see  it  extended  all 
over  Europe.  But  as  used  in  this  cose  it  is 
a  mere  pretence.  For  if  the  idea  of  na- 
tionalify  be  valid  in  one  case,  it  u  so  in  all; 
and  applies  equally  to  all  the  nationalities 
of  Europe,  not  only  to  the  Germans,  but  to 
the  Poles,  the  HaDgarUns,  and  the  Italians. 
But  do  these  invading  Germans  mean  to 
carry  out  their  doctrine  everywhere  ?  Not 
at  aU.  To-day  the  Austrians  invade  Schles¬ 
wig-Holstein  in  the  name  ol  German  na¬ 
tionality.  But  suppose  to  morrow  the 
Hungatians  rise  in  the  same  name,  or  the 
Italians  wish  to  recover  Yenetia  from  her 
tyrants,  on  the  ground  that  it  is  a  part  of 
Italy,  that  the  people  are  Italians,  then 
these  same  Austrian  regiments  are  tran 


sported  from  the  Baltic  to  the  Adriatic  to 
the  range  of  its  discussions;  or  of  the  Evan- :  extinguish  the  Bevolntion  in  blood.  They 
peltoal  Quarterly,  the  organ  of  the  Evangeli-' fight  for  nationality  in  the  North,  and 


that  the  lost  Eldorado  had  been  found. 
Lest  our  readers  should  imagine  that  we 
had  been  imposed  upon  by  some  traveller 
of  large  imagination;  perchance  some  spec¬ 
ulator.  who  having  "bought  a  claim," 
wished  to  allure  others  to  the  land  of  gold, 
we  would  say  that  the  writer  is  not  a  mere 
traveller,  but  an  old  resident  on  the  Pacific 
coast,  and  a  laborious  minister  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel,  who  for  years  has  endured  hardness  as 
a  good  soldier  of  Jesus  Ohrist;  and  who 
writes  thus  of  the  mineral  riches  of  Neva¬ 
da— not  to  tempt  adventurers  thither,  but 
in  order  to  awaken  the  Ohristian  mind  of 
the  East  to  the  resources  of  that  State, 
which  must  attract  a  large  population,  and 
hence  to  the  necessity  of  sending  mission¬ 
aries,  that  its  material  and  its  moral  growth 
may  keep  pace  side  by  side.

The 
pastor,  Bev.  J'ames  H.  Brookes,  preached 
a  thoroughly  ovangeltcal  sermon,  from  the 
appropriate  words,  ."  He,  being  dead,  yet 
speaketh;"  several  ministers  of  the  city  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  services,  and  a  long  pro¬ 
cession  followed  the  Governor’s  remains  to 
Belle  Fontaine  Cemetery. 

Governor  Gamble  was  a  native  of  Vir¬ 
ginia,  of  Irish  Presbyterian  parentage.  He 
became  a  resident  of  Missouri  before  it  was 
made  a  State;  he  early  became  preeminent 
in  the  legal  profession,  and  has  enjoyed 
proofs  of  the  confidence  of  the  people  of 
Missouri,  unsurpassed  by  those  conferred 
on  any  other  citizen. 

In  the  high  office  in  which  he  ended  his  life, 
his  course  called  forth  earnest  opposition 
from  a  large,  if  not  the  larger  part  of  the 
people;  he  was  severely  denounced  by  some 
and  greatly  distrusted  by  many.  Now  that 
his  death  has  disposed  all  to  candor  and 
charity,  I  hear  none  question  the  genuine¬ 
ness  of  his  patriotism,  the  nprightness  ol 
his  life,  or  the  sincerity  of  his  piefy.  He 
publicly  avowed  his  freedom  from  "preju¬ 
dice  against  the  institution  of  slavery,"  and 
it  cannot  be  considered  uncharitable  to  sup¬ 
pose  that  he  had  gome  prejudice  in  the  op¬ 
posite  direction.  That  thi«  made  bim  alow 
to  learn  the  impossibility  ol  maintaining 
both  slavery  and  the  Union,  probably  his 
best  friends  will  admit;  that  it  prevented 
him  from  seeing  the  incompatibility  of  slave¬ 
ry  with  pure  and  practical  Ohriatianify.many 
of  his  beat  friends  believe  with  kind  regret. 
One  who  was  jp  intimate  personal  in'ter- 
ooune  and  official  connection  with  him,  has

Dtar  Brethren:— I  propose  to  give  you  an 
inperf sot  vieir  ol  onr  young  bat  growing 
territory.  According  to  the  lowest  esti- 
ttAto  which  has  been  made,  Nevada  con¬ 
tains  an  area  of  about  seventy- five  thousand 
B^pxare  miles,  sufflcient,  when  admitted  as 
aBtate,  to  place  it  high  upon  the  list  among 
tha  very  largest  in  the  Union.  This  vast 
district  of  country  is  a  part  of  the  groat 

lying  between  the  Sierras  and  the 
Booky  Mountains,  and  across  the  map  of 
which  we  read  in  onr  school-boy  days  the 
ayitio  words  "  Unexplored  Regions.”  It 
a  general  Novation  of  4500  feet  above 
the  ocean  level  Some  of  its  mountain 
xangee  attain  a  height  of  ten  or  twelve  thou- 
■and  feet,  and  there  are  occasional  peaks 
which  far  exceed  this  altitude.  The  plains 
arehelts  of  level  lands  stretching  generally 
to  the  Northward  and  to  the  Southward,  in- 
tanecting  each  other  occasionally,  and  when 
eoBsidered  eolleetively,  form  a  vast  table 
land— an  immense  plateau,  over  which  the 
|w3>eat  may  be  driven  in  any  direction.

^  been  thought  by  many  that  the 
presence  ol  acids,  and  salts  in  the 

soil,  often  covering  the  ground  for  many 
ndlM  feRjAsrerend  from  the  fact  that  there 
ere  frequently  immense  beds  of  sand  and  of 
detached  volcanic  matter,  that  the  whole 
country  was  but  little  else  than  a  poor  bar- 
fen  waste— too  sterile  for  cultivation,  and 
too  desolate  evw  to  be  inhabited.  A  nearer 
wiew,  and  a  more  thorough  exploration  has. 
however,  disclosed  elements  of  wealth  which 
•re  perfectly  fabulous.  It  is  found  that 
there  are  multitudes  of  little  valleys  em- 
bosmned  among  these  lofty  mountains,  and 
Many  low  strips  ef  land  along  the  margins  of 
the  streuns  and  of  the  lakes,  and  numerous 
fertile  spots  surrounded  by  waste  deserts, 
which  produce  every  variety  of  vegetables 
•nd  of  grains  in  the  greatest  abundance. 
Almost  every  oaiion  may  be  turned  into  a 
gaoden  spot,  and  even  now  experiments 
have  been  made,  proving  beyond  all  doubt 
that  hundreds  and  thousands  of  acres  of 
land,  hitherto  esteemed  unproductive,  can 
he  Made  to  yield  a  plentiful  harvest  by  ini- 
grtioB.  Thirty  and  even  forty  bushels  per 
■ore  of  wheat  and  of  barley  have  been  taken 
from  portions  of  Oarson  Valley  during  the 
past  Summer.  The  various  grasses  grow 
tnxnriantly  and  yield  largely,  and  it  can 
hardly  be  doubted  that  in  a  few  years  onr 
Buuhets  will  be  supplied  with  all  the  har¬ 
dier  varieties  of  fruits,  the  apple,  the  plum, 
tbeoherry,  the  pear,  and  the  peach,  as  home 
produetions.  Orchards  have  been  planted, 
•nd  are  growing  finely.  A  few  apples  and 
pwmhes  were  produced  this  season.  It  is 
wot  claimed  that  the  soil  is  equal  in  richness 
to  that  found  in  the  valleys  of  the  Sacra- 
Mento,  or  of  the  Miasiasippi,  but  I  main¬ 
tain  that  what  thousands  have  pronounced 
to  be  an  unproductive  desert,  may  be  made 
to  yield  largely  to  the  comfort  and  support 
cfJife. 

But  the  great  distinguishing  element  of 
wealth — that  which  has  excited  the  wonder 
of  the  world,  and  which  gives  Nevada  pre 
eminence,  is  thb  vast  extent  and  biohness 
'mrsiBMiKxs. 

The  belt  of  silver-bearing  quartz  in  the 
rtdnity  of  Gk>ld  Rill  and  Virginia  Oity  is 
now  worked  through  a  dutance  of  about 
two  miles  North  and  South,  and  has  been 
prospected  in  various  places  to  the  depth  of 
•bout  five  hundred  feet  There  is  every 
evidence  of  continned  richness  and  of  dura¬ 
bility.  It  is  claimed  that  the  entire  pro- 
dnot  of  this  mine,  including  the  ores  crushed 
iMre,  and  the  ores  shipped  to  England,  will 
•mount  to  more  than  fifteen  millions  of  dol¬ 
lars  for  the  present  year.  This  mine  was 
the  first  discovered,  and  is  the  most  perfect¬ 
ly  developed  of  any  in  the  Territory.  Its 
•ntixe  value  at  the  average  market  price  is 
two  hundred  and  fifty  millions  of  dollars! 

The  largest  yidd  of  the  richest  silver 
mine  in  Mezieo,  and  the  mine  which  has 
Uttierto  been  the  most  celebrated  in  the 
world,  only  reached  six  millions  of  dollars 
put  aannm,  a  little  more  than  one-third  the 
aMMul  now  produced  from  the  mine  at 
Vieginia  Oity. 

One  hundred  and  eighty  miles  across  the 
plains  in  a  Northeasterly  direction  from  Oar- 
•on  Oity  is  the  Humbolt  mountain,  which 
is  rapidly  becoming oelebratodior  its  wealth. 
It  rises  on  the  East  tide  of  the  Humbolt 
Bivas,  from  the  besom  of  a  desolate  plain, 
Whieh  in  many  jdaess  ghstena  with  >1WH 
•nd  salt,  as  though  covered  with  sheets  of 
•now.  A  The  mountaiir  ie  about  forty 
in  length,  abon*  twenty  in  width,  including 
the  low  hills  on  either  side,  and  haa  «n 
average  elevation  of  about  ton  thousand  feet 
above  the  sae-leveL  Star  Peak  rises  to  the 
hsii^t  of  more  than  iwalve  thousand  feet. 
Beginning  at  the  Northern  extremity  of  the 
mauntaiB,  ledges  of  gedd  and  silver-baaring 
quarts  have  been  discovered  every  few 
lYiU—  thront^  its  entire  length.  They  run 
vary  nearly  due  South  and  crop  out 
masi^  near  the  summit  of  the  mountain. 
In  the  vicinity  of  Star  Oity  these  ledges  are 
abon*  ihirty.five  in  number,  and  are  large 
and  well-defined.  One,  the  Mammoth, 
whieh  crops  out  upon  the  very  summit  of 
^  |ihe  mountain,  is  ninety  fas*  to  thickness, 
gsd  assays  about  sixty  dollars  to  the  ton. 

jPompaBicB  have  been  formed  for  the  pur¬ 


pose  of  tunnelling  the  main  ridge  of  the 
mountain,  which  is  only  about  three  miles 
in  width.  One  of  these  tunnels  is  to  run 
from  Unionville,  and  will  pierce  the  ledges 
at  a  depth  of  about  two  thousand  feet  be¬ 
low  their  croppings,  and  connect  with  Echo 
oaiion  on  the  West  side  of  the  mountain. 
The  estimated  length  of  this  tunnel,  as  by 
recent  survey,  will  be  three  and  a  half  miles. 
The  other  tunnels  are  to  be  cut  from  Star 
City.  One  to  connect  with  Humbolt  canon, 
and  the  other  with  Qalena  oanou  on  the 
West.  These  tunnels  now  in  prooees  of 
completion,  will  each  be  about  three  miles 
in  length,  and  will  cut  the  ledges  from  five 
hundred  to  thirty-five  hundred  feet  below 
their  croppings.  The  extent  and  richness 
of  these  ledges,  and  the  great  depth  to 
which  they  are  susceptible  of  being  worked, 
gives  them  a  position  of  the  first  importance. 
It  is  probable  that  the  mountain  contains  a 
large  number  of  ledges  which  do  not  appear 
npon  the  surface,  and  which  may  be  equal 
in  value  with  those  now  discovered.  Such 
results  have  occurred  in  almost  every  in¬ 
stance  where  tunnels  have  been  run.  In 
that  event  the  Humbolt  mines  as  soon  as 
opened  will  be  amosg  the  most  valuable  in 
the  world. 

lu  regard  to  the  richness  of  these  mines 
it  may  be  proper  for  me  to  state  that  one 
hundred  assays  were  taken  just  as  they  bad 
been  entered  npon  the  books  in  one  of  the 
principal  offices  (Mr.  Blak^j’e)  which  gave 
an  average  of  Hundred  and  thirty-two 
dollar*  to  the  ton.  This  is  probably  a  fair  es¬ 
timate  for  the  very  best  rook  in  that  vicinity. 

In  addition  to  the  gold  and  silver  these 
mines  are  rich  in  iridium,  osmium,  rhodi- 
um,  copper,  lead,  cobalt,  gypsum,  marble, 
and  alabaster.  There  is  also  an  immense 
bed  of  sulphur  within  three  miles  of  Hum- 
bolt  City;  and  thirty -five  miles  from  Uuion- 
ville  is  a  tract  of  thousands  of  acres  ogyered 
with  clear  beautiful  salt. 

Among  the  enterprises  projected  for  the 
development  of  the  Humbolt  mines,  is  a 
oanal  sixty-five  miles  long,  fifteen  feet  wide, 
and  three  feet  deep.  This  canal  will  bring 
a  part  of  the  water  from  the  Humbolt  River 
into  convenient  localities  for  the  erection 
of  Tnillii.  Several  miles  of  this  work  are  al¬ 
ready  completed. 

Several  miles  below  where  this  oanal  ie 
taken  from  the  river,  a  large  tunnel  is  being 
out  through  a  spur  of  a  mountain  to  turn 
the  whole  channel  of  that  stream  out  of  its 
present  bed  for  milling  purposes.  More 
than  six  hundred  feet  of  this  tunnel  are 
dug. 

But  what  I  have  said  of  the  riohness  of 
the  Humbolt  mines  is  almost  literally  true  of 
the  mines  in  the  first  range  of  mountains 
twenty  miles  East  from  Humbolt.  The  only 
exception  is,  that  the  ledges  oanuot  be  work¬ 
ed  ttoongh  tunnels  at  so  great  a  depth  be¬ 
low  the  croppings.  In  the  vicinity  of  Dunn 
Glen  the  ledges,  which  are  owned  in  se¬ 
ries,  may  be  out  by  tunnels  at  the  depth  of 
from  five  to  eight  hundred  feet  Several 
companies  are  now  at  work. 

This  first  East  range  of  mountains  is  about 
one  hundred  miles  in  length,  and  runs  al¬ 
most  due  South.  I  travelled  along  its  en-. 
tire  base  in  September  last,  and  at  every 
stage-station  (fifteen  miles)  heard  glowing 
descriptions  of  the  ledges  whieh  had  been 
discovered  near  by,  and  often  saw  valuable 
speoimens  which  had  been  taken  from  them. 

But  large  quantities  of  silver-bearing 
quartz  have  been  discovered  in  the  second 
range  of  mountains,  forty  miles  East  from 
the  Humbolt;  and  as  far  South  as  explora¬ 
tions  have  been  made,  about  sixty  miles, 
it  promises  to  be  exceedingly  rich. 

Smsdl  parties  of  miners  daring  last  Sum¬ 
mer  crossed  into  the  third  East  range  from 
Humbolt,  and  there  discovered  rich  ledges 
and  located  claims. 

In  July  and  Augnst  explorers  penetrated 
the  mountains  for  the  distance  of  one  hun¬ 
dred  miles  directly  North  from  Humbolt,  and 
there  made  valuable  disooveries  of  gold  and 
silver-bearing  quartz. 

They  affirm  that  these  deposits  are  ex¬ 
ceedingly  rich,  and  their  extent  unknown. 
This  party  found  a  beautiful  valley  away 
*hete  in  those  mountain  wilds,  covered  with 
a  splendid  swath  of  nutritive  grass  and  ra¬ 
diant  with  a  great  variety  of  flowers.  This 
valley,  which  from  its  loveliness  they  called 
Paradise  Valley,  is  about  fifty  miles  in  length 
and  about  twenty  in  width,  and  is  traversed 
by  streams  of  crystal  mountain  water 
abonnding  in  trout. 

To  the  Northwest  from  Humbolt  at  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  about  sixty  miles,  are  the  mines  in 
the  vicinity  of  Pyramid  Lake.  CJompara- 
tively  little  is  known  as  yet  of  either  the 
riohness  or  extent  of  these  mines,  owing  to 
the  threatening  attitude  of  the  Indians  in 
that  region. 

Passing  along  in  almost  a  direct  Easterly 
line  from  Oarson  Oity  we  reach  Reese  River, 
at  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  eighty 
miles.  The  aooessibleness  of  the  mines  in 
this  vicinity — the  ease  with  which  they  may 
be  worked,  and  their  marveUous  riohneai, 
has  made  them  celebrated  almost  from  the 
very  moment  of  their  discovery.  The  ledges 
are  imbedded  in  a  kind  of  decayed  granite, 
which  is  exceedingly  friable.  The  quartz 
itself  is  very  soft  and  easily  crushed.  All 
other  mines  yet  discovered  in  the  Territory 
are  encased  in  argilite,  in  porphyritio,  or  in 
wm®  other  rook  difficult  to  work.  Often 
very  hard.  In  Reese  River 
ric  ,  which  is  only  about  eight  miles 

cross  other  at  every  poeaible  angle- 
«e  extremely  narrow  v«,iog  “nree 

lnthe«  d  p.  The  wealth  ol  them,  xK 
oonsuts  almost  whoUyto  silver.  There  is 
a  smidl  portion  of  gold,  but  not  more  than 
about  two  or  three  dollars  to  the  ounce  of 

bullion.  The  sflver  ooours  in  every  possible 

form :  the  native,  the  snlpharets,  oxides, 
Inomidss,  Ac.  The  ledges  to  this  distriet 
cannot  be  penetrated  bytunnelstoa  greater 
depth  than  about  three  hundred  feet.  But 


these  mines  are  beyond  question  the  richest 
known. 

Northward  and  Southward  from  the  Reese 
River  district  the  mountain  rises  to  the 
height  of  fifteen  hundred  or  two  thoosand 
feet  above  the  plain  ;  the  ledges  widen  to 
twenty,  and  even  thirty,  but  do  not  assay 
so  highly.  They  are  perfectly  defined,  and 
are  more  permanent. 

Valuable  disooveries  of  minerals  have 
been  made  in  different  places  along  the 
Reese  River  range  of  monniains  through  a 
distance  of  one  hondred  and  fifty  miles.  In 
a  locality  about  eighty  miles  South  from 
Austin,  a  ledge  thirty  feet  in  thioknoss,  and 
assaying  fifty  dollars  per  ton,  is  shot  up 
above  the  sorface  of  the  summit  of  the 
mountain  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  feet  for 
more  thau  half  a  mile.  This  ledge  can  bo 
penetrated  by  a  tunnel  several  hundred  feet 
below  its  croppings. 

For  the  last  few  weeks  much  has  boon 
said  about  the  richness  of  the  mines  seven¬ 
ty-five  miles  directly  East  from  Austin. 
Ledges  have  been  discovered,  claims  loca¬ 
ted,  and  districts  organised. 

Recently  a  gentleman  well  known  in  our 
Territory  as  a  reliable  man,  and  a  practical 
and  euecessful  miner,  reports  the  discovery 
of  immense  iniceral  deposits  away  in  the 
vicinity  of  Ruby  Valley,  and  he  establishes 
the  truth  of  his  aooounts  by  the  exhibition 
of  the  richest  speoimens. 

If  we  direct  orj  attention  now  to  the 
mountsiuB  just  East  of  Oarson  Oity  at  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  fifteen  or  twenty  miles,  we  find 
many  Wge  anu  rich  ledges  in  the  vicinity 
of  Oomo.  Following  these  mountain*  to¬ 
wards  the  South,  deposits  of  min  oral  wealth 
are  being  opened  every  few  miles  until  we 
reach  the  head  waters  of  the  East  branch  of 
Carson  River.  If  we  here  take  a  South¬ 
easterly  direction,  following  both  the  East 
and  West  Walker  Rivers  to  near  their  sink, 
and  passing  on  to  Aurora,  we  traverse  a 
country  for  the  distance  of  one  hundred 
miles  which  abounds  everywhere  in  gold 
and  silver-bearing  quartz — some  of  the 
very  richest  mines  in  our  Territory.  Some 
whieh  give  great  evidence  of  permanency 
are  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Aurora  in 
Esmeralda  County.  Here  the  ledges  are 
generally  large  and  well  defined.  They  run 
in  almost  every  direction  through  a  belt 
which  lies  North  and  South,  and  is  about 
six  miles  long,  and  one  in  width.  The 
average  yield  of  the  rook  worked  in  that 
vicinity  is  seventy  five-doUars  per  ton.  The 
permanency  of  these  mines  is  not  disputed. 

Passing  on  towards  the  Southeast  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  forty  miles  from  Aurora,  we  reach 
the  Owens  River  range  of  mountains,  along 
whieh  large  ledges  of  gold  and  silver-bear¬ 
ing  quartz  have  been  discovered  at  inter¬ 
vals  for  more  than  one  hundred  miles,  a 
part  of  which  only  lie  in  our  Territory. 
Many  speoimens  of  ore  which  I  have  seen 
from  these  mines  compare  favorably  with 
those  taken  from  any  other  of  our  mines. 
The  mountains  are  lofty  and  the  ledges 
crop  out  near  the  eummite,  so  that  they 
can  be  worked  at  a  depth  of  from  five 
hundred  to  two  thousand  feet.  These 
mines  possess  some  advantages  which  are 
peculiar.  They  are  furnished  with  inex¬ 
haustible  supplies  of  wood  and  water. 
They  are  also  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
a  long  belt  of  tillable  land,  which  extends 
through  the  entire  length  of  the  Owens 
River,  and  around  the  margin  of  Owens 
Lake,  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
miles.  Portions  of  it  have  this  year  yielded 
large  crops  of  wheat,  barley,  corn,  and 
vegetables. 

Bat  toward  the  Southeast  further  on, 
lies  an  immense  region  unexplored,  and 
there  are  many  hundreds  of  miles  of  onr 
mountain  ranges  East  of  Aurora,  between 
Oarson  and  Reese  River,  North  and  East 
from  Humbolt,  and  North  of  Pyramid  Lake, 
which  have  not  been  prospected  at  all. 
There  cannot  be  a  doubt  but  these  unex¬ 
plored  regions  abonnd  in  wealth.  Every 
day  we  have  aooonnts  of  new  ledges  being 
found,  and  of  new  deposits  of  ore  being 
opened.  The  fact  is,  we  have  hardly  com- 
menoed  the  work  of  exploration.  Only  a 
part  of  the  great  series  of  disooveries  which 
are  to  astonish  the  world  have  been  made. 

But  I  have  only  mentioned  the  extent 
and  the  riohness  of  the  ores  containing  the 
precious  metals,  with  a  bare  allusion  to 
other  minerals,  in  the  region  of  the  Hum- 
bolt.  In  different  parts  of  onr  Territory 
native  alum  is  found  to  considerable  quan¬ 
tities,  lead,  copper,  and  almost  every  metal 
nsed  in  the  arts  or  in  commerce, 
exists  in  deposits  which  are  almost  inex¬ 
haustible.  Lime,  marble,  gypsum,  alabas¬ 
ter,  cobalt,  antimony,  arsenic,  small  quan¬ 
tities  of  tin  and  bismuth  are  found  in  every 
direction.  There  are  great  monntains  of 
iron.  It  is  impossible  to  form  a  just  con¬ 
ception  of  the  vast  mineral  resonroes  of 
this  interesting  country  at  this  early  day. 
It  is  estimated  that  we  shall  export  at  least 
twenty-five  millions  of  bullion,  besides  large 
quantities  of  the  riohest  ores,  this  year. 
What  will  be  onr  exports  when  all  these 
mines  now  known  to  be  rich,  shall  be  fully 
opened  and  economically  worked?

MABIETTA  COLLEGE. 

The  gentleman  who  made  the  Liberal 
offer”  to  Marietta  College,  as  stated  in  a 
recent  number  of  The  Evangelist,  did  not 
wish  to  have  his  name  published  ;  but  as 
publicity  has  been  given  to  the  matter,  yon 
will  allow  me  to  make  the  statement  cor¬ 
rect. 

Douglas  Putnam,  Esq.,  of  Harmar,  Ohio, 
whose  previous  donations  to  the  College 
have  been  large  and  frequent,  offered  a  few 
months  ago,  to  give  one-third  of  845,000, 
provided  that  sum  oonld  be  raised.  Quite 
recently  he  agreed  farther,  to  give  one- 
fourth  of  8106,000. 

This  proposition  is  oertatoly  •  very  noble 
one,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  benevo¬ 


lent  men.  East  and  West,  will  respond  to  it. 
The  institution  has  been  remarkably  sno- 
oessful,  and  its  prospects  of  usefnlness  were 
never  more  enoonraging.  Of  the  ministers 
in  active  service  oonneoted  with  the  Synod 
of  Ohio— embracing  one-third  of  the  terri¬ 
tory  of  the  State— one-fonrth  are  graduates 
of  Marietta. 

The  large  region  now  opened- to  freedom 
by  the  formation  of  the  new  State  of  West 
Virginia,  has  greatly  increased  the  field  of 
the  College,  and  made  mote  imperative 
upon  its  friends  the  obligation  to  increase 
its  means  of  usefulness.  Marietta  may  be 
exiled  the  natural  Ednoational  centre  of 
the  whole  region,  including  Southeastern 
Ohio  and  West  Virginia,  now  that  the 
Ohio  River  has  ceased  to  be  a  barrier. 
With  a  reputation  gained  by  a  saooeasfal 
experience  of  nearly  thirty  years,  with  its 
good  cabinets  and  large  and  excellent  libra¬ 
ry,  it  will  be  sought  more  and  more  by  the 
young  men  of  this  large  region  as  a  place  of 
intellectual  culture. 

Will  not  the  friends  of  education  and  re¬ 
ligion  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
now  furnished  by  the  noble  offer  of  Mr. 
Putnam,  and  cooperate  with  him  in  giving 
to  this  College  a  good  endowment  ?

LETIEE  EROK  HOBTH  CAIIOlINA. 

Kbwbebn,  Jan.  7,  1864. 

Editors  Evangelist :  Six  months  spent  in 
the  employment  of  the  Christian  Commis¬ 
sion  in  this  State  have  not  diminished 
in  the  least  the  interest  with  which  one 
naturally  enters  npon  such  a  work.  No¬ 
thing  that  oonld  be  called  a  revival  can 
be  claimed;  and  while  there  have  been 
hopeful  indications  of  conversion  iu  some 
oases,  it  is  not  easy  to  say  how  many  are 
persevering  to  the  end.  But  if  nothing  else 
were  to  be  gained  by  the  labor  thus  bestow¬ 
ed  npon  our  soldiers,  it  is  worth  all  it  costs 
if  we  can  strengthen  and  encourage  the 
faithful  few,  who  are  “as  b'ghts  shining  in  a 
dark  place.”  The  influence  of  such  men  is 
felt  not  only  by  many  of  their  comrades  but 
by  their  officers  also.  A  colonel  with  whom 
I  was  lately  conversing,  remarked  that  most 
of  his  men  were  indifferent  to  religious  mat 
ters,  but  there  was  Sergeant  F,  than  whom 
he  had  scarcely  ever  known  a  more  consist¬ 
ent  Christian.  Going  on  board  the  flag-ship 
of  this  squadron,  when  I  had  made  known 
the  object  of  my  visit, — “  Call  the  carpen¬ 
ter,”  said  the  Commander  to  an  attendant ; 
and  then  aside  to  me,  “He  is  a  Christian. 
But  the  faithful  carpenter  told  me  in  after 
conversation  he  had  not  supposed  the  Cap¬ 
tain  knew  it. 

On  the  gunboat  Louisiana,  a  few  months 
since,  there  was  not  a  pious  man  among  the 
sailors  and  marines.  The  Spirit  began  to 
work  upon  the  hearts  of  a  few,  and  they 
oommenoed  holding  prayer  meetings  in  the 
ehain  locker,  which  are  still  continued 
daily.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  the 
supporters  of  this  meeting  in  their  little 
prayer  room,  which  they  seemed  to  enjoy 
with  me ;  but  remarked  they  would  not  soon 
hear  the  last  of  so  notable  an  event  from 
their  scoffing  companions. 

Onr  limited  force  in  this  region  is  not  en¬ 
tirely  inactive  daring  the  Winter.  Expedi¬ 
tions  frequently  go  out  by  land  and  water, 
bringing  in  considerable  bands  of  prisoners 
and  refugees.  A  picket  post,  guarded  by 
eight  or  ten  men,  was  recently  captured  near 
Washington  by  a  captain  and  lieutenant 
These  prisoners  were  from  Sonthwestem 
Virginia,  some  of  ^hom,  I  learned  by  con¬ 
versation  with  them,  had  lately  been  oon- 
werted  in  the  revivals  in  their  armies,  of 
which  we  have  often  heard.  They  say  the 
impression  is  that  the  next  six  months  will 
subdue  the  Confederacy,  that  the  original 
three  years’  men  say  they  are  “  going  home 
or  die,”  when  their  time  is  up  in  May.  These 
men  were  volunteers,  and  would  doubtless 
have  resisted  fiercely  had  they  not  been 
completely  surprised.  But  they  begin  to 
see  plainly  that  they  are  fighting  against 
themselves,  and  the  mere  oryof  “  onr  side” 
is  losing  its  effect.  They  would  be  inclined 
to  enlist  in  our  North  Carolina  Union  Vol¬ 
unteers  but  for  the  fear  of  recapture. 

A  year  under  the  Proclamation  having 
passed  away,  the  anniversary  of  its  issue 
was  generally  and  appropriately  observed 
by  the  freedmen  of  this  Department.  Not¬ 
withstanding  that  the  demonstrations  were 
somewhat  restrained  by  the  requirements 
of  martial  law,  processions  were  formed, 
festivals  made,  and  public  meetings  for 
thanksgiving  and  rejoicing  convened.  Even 
to  one  not  nnacoostomed  to  hear  colored 
men  in  public,  it  is  a  novel  and  impressive 
scene  to  witness  one  of  these  assemblages, 
organized,  presided  over,  and  addressed 
entirely  by  their  own  talent  They  are  or¬ 
derly,  and  in  a  good  degree  parliamentary  in 
these  proceedings.  - 

One  venerable  old  preacher  who  address¬ 
ed  the  meeting  on  the  Ist  tost,  gave  a 
thrilling  account  of  his  experience  at  the 
time  of  Nat  Tomer’s  insurreotion.  He  was 
charged  with  being  a  general  under  Nat,  he 
said,  though  be  had  never  heard  of  him  in 
his  life  before,  for  Which  he  received  fifty 
lashes. 

There  is  not  a  little'Buffering  among  these 
people  on  aocount  of  their  destitution,  andj 
it  could  hardly  be  expected  to  be  other¬ 
wise.  They  bear  it  without  a  murmur. 
And  it  is  a  sufficient  answer  to  those  who 
question  their  ability  to  do  business  for 
themselves,  that  they  are  almost  universally 
employed  by  sutlers  and  storekeepers  as 
derks. 

A  late  order  from  Gen.  Butler  prohibits 
the  sale  of  liquors  and  ale  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  eikirely— a  moat  wholesome  regula¬ 
tion.  Even  before  the  issue  of  this  edict, 
onr  worthy  Provost  Marshal  saw  to  it  that 
suoh  things  were  not  dealt  out  with  impu¬ 
nity.  Happening  into  his  office  reoently 
when  he  was  attending  to  »  defiant  mmsel- 


ler’s  case,  I  heard  the  sentonee,  which  ran 
thus:  “Six  months’  imprisonment  at  bard 
labor;  the  first  six  days  solitary  confinement 
on  bread  and  water ;  and  a  fine  of  825.” 
Our  jails,  which  are  pretty  well  recruited 
by  suoh  offenders  and  uBmly  soldiers,  are 
visited  every  Sabbath  by  Prof.  Dougherty, 
formerly  Principal  of  the  High  Bohool  in 
this  place.  The  Professor  was  assooiated 
with  Horace  Mann  in  Antioch  College  for 
some  time,  and,  as  might  be  anticipated  of 
his  attainments  and  obaraoter,  has  remain¬ 
ed  faithful  to  the  Union  throughout.  He 
has  still  a  few  pupils  under  his  instruotion 
here,  though  his  school  has  been  greatly  in- 
terrapted.  _ _  J.  O.  T.

BISHOP  OF  LOHDOH. 

Dr.  Tait,  Bishop  of  London,  was  not  at 
the  meetings  of  the  Evangelical  Alliance  at 
Geneva,  and  with  his  reputation  for  oatho- 
lioity  and  an  evangelical  spirit,  I  was  sur¬ 
prised  and  sorry  when  on  going  to  Ouohy 
— the  port  of  Lausanne — the  day  after  they 
closed,  I  found  he  was  there,  staying  at  the 
peerless  "Beau  Rivage,"  What  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  was  lost  by  a  true  Bishop  of  showing 
to  the  world  that  he  believed  in  “  the  Holy 
Catholic  Church.’*  Only  two  or  three 
hoars'  ride  on  the  steamer,  or  a  single 
hoar’s  by  the  railway,  and  •  Bishop  might 
hayo  stood  in  a  nobler  assembly  than  he 
may  ever  see  this  side  of  Heaven.  Why 
didn’t  he  go?  Had  he  no  heart  in  suoh  an 
Sssemblage?  Is  he  not,  therefore,  a  Catho- 
ftc  after  all?  Or  was  he  afraid?  Had  he 
not  the  oonrage  of  that  noble  Presbyter  xtho 
stood  beside  the  oommnnion  table  with  a 
Lutheran,  a  Presbyterian,  and  a  Dissenter, 
and  said,  as  he  broke  the  mystic  symbol, 
“This  is  UT  BODY  broken  for  YOU?**  Ido 
not  know.  Perhaps  I  have  ho  right  to  ask. 

The  following  Lord’s  day  I  heard  Dr. 
Tait  preach.  He  read  also  a  part  of  the 
service.  His  sermon  was  positively  smalL 
I  heard  from  the  English  at  Ouohy  expres¬ 
sions  of  keen  disappoiutment— almost  of 
shame.  I  was  more  than  disappointed.  I 
had  heard  the  Bishop  some  years  before  on 
a  great  occasion  at  London,  and  although  I 
could  not  hear  much  that  he  said,  my  im 
pressions  were  exceedingly  favorable.  His 
manner  of  reading  the  sermon  was  after  the 
worst  sort.  But  he  is  a  right  noble-looking 
man,  with  a  grand,  pure  face,  full  of  the 
blended  dignity  and  humility  which  so  well 
become  the  ideal  of  his  ideal  office.  They 
told  me  at  Ouohy  that  he  was  made  Bishop 
by  the  Queen  from  sympathy  at  his  loss  of 
his  four  or  five  ohildren.  But  I  am  sure 
that  he  has  a  better  claim  to  his  office  than 
that.  Few  ministers  of  Christ  in  London 
surpass  him  in  zeal  for  evangelizing  the 
masses.  Dr.  Tait  was  once  Head  Master,  I 
think,  of  Rugby  SchooL  Since  I  saw  him 
be  has  been  offered  and  has  declined,  the 
Archbishoprio  of  York.

RELIGIOUS  MATTERS  IH  THE  NORTHWEST. 

The  Presbytery  of  Saginaw  held  its  an¬ 
nual  meeting  at  Yaasar,  on  the  9th,  lOtb, 
and  11th  of  February.  Six  ministers  only 
were  present,  and  six  churches  represented. 

Rev.  Calvin  Clark  of  Marshall  Presbytery, 
and  Rev.  Jas.  H.  Griffes  of  Washtenaw, 
were  present,  and  sat  as  corresponding 
members.  Rev.  E.  J.  Stewart  of  Bay  City 
was  elected  moderator. 

Rev.  W.  C.  Smith  of  East  Saginaw  was  elec¬ 
ted  oommissioner  to  General  Assembly,  and 
Rev.  John  GerriAi  of  Lapeer  his  alternate  ; 
and  Elder  James  Seymour  of  the  Churoh  in 
Flushing  was  elected  lay  commissioner,  and 
Elder  B.  B.  Bangs  of  the  Church  in  Fen- 
tonville,  his  alternate. 

Rev.  H.  H.  Northrop,  our  stated  clerk, 
was  prevented  from  attending  by  deep  and 
sore  affiiotions  in  his  household — the  re¬ 
moval  by  death  pf  his  youngest  and  only 
remaining  son,  and  bis  youngest  daughter, 
both  iriUiin  six  days.  Truly  his  affiiotions 
are  great.  Presbytery  deeply  sympathized 
with  him,  and  remembered  him  to  every 
prayer  offered.  It  was  good  to  hear  the 
brethren  send  up  their  earnest,  warm  pray¬ 
ers,  that  he  and  his  family  might  be  sustain¬ 
ed  in  this  their  hour  of  bereavement. 

The  next  place  of  meeting  is  Byron. 

While  I  am  writing  I  may  as  well  note 
some  items  of  interest  oonneoted  with  Sagi¬ 
naw  Valley.  On  Sabbath,  Feb.  7th,  a  Pres¬ 
byterian  Churoh  was  organized  np  the  Tit- 
tabanosse  river,  in  the  Ure  neighborhood, 
called  the  First  Presbyterian  Ohnroh  of 
Saginaw  township,  consisting  of  seventeen 
members.  Three  elders  were  eleoted,  and 
one  deacon.  The  sermon  was  preached  by 
Rev.  W.  0.  Smith.  Lost  Fall  Rev.  Jas.  H. 
Griffes  was  oommissioned  by' the  Home 
Missionary  Committee  of  General  Assembly 
to  this  field,  oentaining  three  points,  Oar- 
rolton,  Satina,  and  this  rural  field  on  the 
Tittabanosse.  Salina,  about  two  years  old, 
has  a  population  of  1000,  and  Carrolton, 
about  the  same  age,  haa  a  population  of 
about  600.  He  has  organized  a  Presby¬ 
terian  Society  at  Salina,  and  a  Sooiety  and 
a  Churoh  on  the  Tittabimosse.  The  whole 
field  is  missionary,  hard  and  laborious,  and 
the  brother  suooeeds  admirably  in  his  work. 
This  new  Churoh  was  received  under  care 
of  Presbytery.  Before  another  meeting  we 
hope  we  may  he  able  to  report  Churehes 
organized  at  Salina  and  Carrolton. 

Revs.  Smith  and  Northrop  were  appoint¬ 
ed  a  Committee  to  visit  Salina  when  oalled 
upon,  and  organize  a  Churoh  there. 

Revs.  Smith  and  Taylor  were  also  ap¬ 
pointed  a  Committee  to  visit  Bangor  when 
oalled  upon,  and  organize  a  Churoh  if  ne¬ 
cessary. 

Bangor,  Portsmonth,  and  Kankanlin  is 
another  field,  wd  occupied  by  Rev.  D.  B. 
Campbell,  who  was  oommissioned  by  the 
Home  Missionary  Committee  hut  Fall. 

The  interests  on  Saginaw  river,  moral 
and  material,  are  tooreasing.  Religions  in¬ 
terest  at  Bay  City  was  reported  to  Presby¬ 
tery.

emigration  to  the  different  points  on  Saginaw 
river  than  any  preceding  year.  Ol  lumber 
there  will  be  an  increase  of  60  per  cent  out 
over  last  year.  Over  150,000,000  feet  will 
be  out  this  coming  year.  There  is  immense 
activity  among  the  lumber-men. 

Salt  hills,  and  blocks  too,  are  inoreastog 
on  every  side.  But  perhaps  more  of  tlAae 
things  in  another  oemmnnioation.  With 
all  the  immense  material  prosperity  on  the 
Saginaw  and  its  tributaries,  there  is  needed 
largely  in  the  Ohnrohes  the  outpouring  ol 
the  Holy  Spirit,  that  it  all  may  be  sanoti-' 
fied  unto  the  Lord. 

The  Congregational  Churoh  at  East  Sagi¬ 
naw  paid  off  its  debt  of  over  81100  in  the 
month  of  December.  At  the  annual  rrtet- 
ting  of  the  slips  on  Feb.  1st,  the  salary  of 
its  Pastor  was  increased  8300,  and  on  the 
Treasurer  reporting  to  the  Sooiety  that 
there  was  in  the  Treasury  8167,  after  all  the 
expenses  of  the  year  were  paid,  it  was  re¬ 
solved  that  this  sorplns  be  given  to  the  Pas¬ 
tor  as  a  donation. 

Rev.  D.  H.  Taylor  of  Saginaw  City  had  • 
donation  in  January  of  about  8200,  mostly 
money.

The  Institution  is  now  in  charge  of  Cap¬ 
tain  Augustas  De  Peyster,  under  the  title 
of  “Governor.”  He  has  held  the  offloe 
for  nearly  twenty  years,  in  which  time  he 
has  enjoyed  the  fnll  confidence  of  the  Tras- 
tees.  In  the  early  part  of  bis  life  he  woe 
a  oommander  in  the  China  trade ;  in  high 
reputation ;  and  during  the  latter  part  <fl 
his  life  was  the  oommander  of  one  ol  the 
flrst-olass  packet  ships  in  the  Havre  trade. 
During  the  whole  oonrse  of  his  life  he  hM 
enjoyed  the  esteem  and  oonfldenoe  of  hU 
fellow- citizens.  His  predeoeosor  in  offloe 
was  Captain  John  Whetten,  whose  term  of 
office  extended  book  to  the  oommenoement 
of  the’  Inatitution.  Be  woo,  also,  a  ship¬ 
master  of  high  reputation,  whose  years  of 
active  service  were  spent  chiefly  in  the  Chi¬ 
na  trade. 

Having  been  (as  President  of  the  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce)  for  ten  years  one  of  the 
seven  Trustees  of  that  Institntion,  from 
which  I  retired  only  a  year  sinoe,  I 
speak  with  confidence  of  its  affairs,  and 
folly  confirm  all  the  high  enoomimns  of  the 
writer,  whose  statement  has  called  forth  this 
correction. 

The  fnnds  of  the  Institution  are  fi^ 
adequate  for  the  oomfortable  support  of  the 
numerous  inmates,  480  in  all,  and  it  is  highly 
probable  that  in  the  remote  future  it  will 
be  able  to  maintain  all  the  superannuated 
and  worn  out  seamen  who  may  be  entitled 
to  its  aid.  This  class  of  men  is  not  numer¬ 
ous,  as  it  is  a  well-known  feet  that  lew  sail¬ 
ors  live  to  advanced  years. 

It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  the  miqor 
part  ol  the  rich  endowment  ol  thia  great 
charity  emanated  from  a  lot  of  twenty  acres 
of  land  owned  bji^ptain  Randall,  thefoun-  . 
der  of  the  Institution,  in  the  Fifteenth 
Ward  of  the  oity  of  New  York,  located  ber 
tween  the  Fourth  and  Fifth  avenuae  on  one 
side,  and  Seventh  and  Tenth  streets  on  the 
other.  Towards  the  close  ol  the  last  oen- 
tnry  he  offered  to  sell  his  property  for 
814,000.  The  ground  rents  of  this  land  now 
produce  an  inoome  ol  about  870,000  per 
annum,  which  liberally  meets  the  wants  ef 
the  Institution,  and  leaves  aanzplas  for 
future  extension.

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Death  of  Ber.  Panou  Oooka,,D.D. — Thia  emi¬ 
nent  New  England  diyine  died  at  his  reel- 
denoe  in  Ljnn,  Mass.,  on  Friday  morning, 
the  12th  of  Febmary,  after  a  painful  illness 
of  more  than  two  years.  The  disease  of 
which  he  died  afflicted  him  for  nearly  five 
years,  bnt  it  is  abont  tvo  years  since  he  was 
compelled  to  resign  his  ministerial  duties 
into  other  hands.  He  was  bom  in  Hadley, 
Mass.,  Feb.  18,  1800,  and  therefore  lacked 
bnt  six  days  of  being  64  years  old.  He 
graduated  at  Williams  OoUege,  studied  for 
the  ministry  with  Hev.  Dr.  Griffln  at  Wil- 
liamstown,  was  settled  first  at  Ware,  Mass., 
and  then  for  a  short  time  at  Portsmouth, 
N.  H.,  and  finally  in  1836  at  Lynn.  He 
was  for  many  years  editor  of  the  Boston  Re¬ 
corder,  and  in  that  connection  rendered 
great  serrioe  to  the  cause  of  sound  ortho- 
His  funeral  was  held  in  the  First

Tbb  Coast. — The  department  of  the 
South,  it  is  stated,  has  been  divided  into 
two  districts:  Oen.  Terry  to  oommand  in  the 
Charleston  district,  and  Gen.  Seymonr  in 
Florida.  It  is  also  said  that  Oen.  Beaure¬ 
gard  has  removed  his  headquarters  from 
Charleston  to  Savannah,  in  view  of  the  fset 
that  several  of  our  wisest  military  heads 
have  recently  reached  the  conclusion  that 
after  all  that  is  the  key  to  Charieston  itself. 
The  rebel  General  has  a  few  thousand  men 
to  oppose  ours,  and  lots  of  torpedoes  for 
our  iroD- clads  should  ^ey  attempt  to  pass 
up  the  Savannah  riyer.  ‘ 

It  is  believed  that  the  present  Florida 
operations  are  preliminary  in  this  direction, 
as  the  capture  of  Jacksonville  and  the  oc¬ 
cupation  of  St.  Johns  river  threaten  the 
railroad  communications  with  Savannah,  be¬ 
sides  furnishing  a  convenient  base  for  op¬ 
erations  in  Florida  and  Southern  Georgia. 
Hithertq  Georgia  has  been  almost  entiray 
exempt  from  the  consequences  of  reb^on, 
and  has  furnished  immense  supplies  of  men 
and  food  for  rebel  armies,  in  other  States. 
These  supplies  it  is  hoped  will  henceforth 
be  requirM  nearer  home. 

Bnt  far  more  in^iortant  than  the  military 
results  of  the  Florida  expedition  is  tihe  in¬ 
disputable  evidence  it  has  gathered,  of  the

on  the  East  and  West,  on  the  North  and 
South,  are  all  reoeiving  the  truth  and  ask¬ 
ing  for  Evangelical  teachers.

Their 
city  he  describes  as  immense,  surrounded 
on  all  sides  by  walls  and  fortifications,  and 
containing  over  1,000,000  of  inhabitants.

Sir  Herbert  Edwardes,  writing  from  Kuss- 
owlee  to  the  Church  Missionary  Society, 
says  that  since  his  return  to  India  he  per¬ 
ceives  the  strongest  indications  of  ite  peo¬ 
ple  on  the  march  from  the  stronghold  of 
their  old  ideas  There  is  a  marked  ac¬ 
tivity  of  thought  in  the  educated  classes,  es¬ 
pecially  among  the  Hindoos ;  a  sudden  re¬ 
cognition  of  being  wrong  or  not  quite  right , 
and  a  desire  to  advance  to  new  things  nn- 
der  cover  of  old  nunes  ;  a  sort  of  shamfr 
faced  reformation,  tending  away  from  idol¬ 
atry,  and  towards  Christian  belief,  through 
the  half-way  house  of  Christian  morals. 

A  native  periodical  (the  Bhaskar),  the 
staunch  advocate  of  Hindoo  orthodoxy,  pro¬ 
nounces  a  warm  eulogium  on  missionaries. 
It  declares  that  “no  body  of  men  have  put 
forth  BO  great  exertions  for  the  enughten- 
ment  and  civilization  of  the  people”  of  In¬ 
dia  as  these  “great  benefactors”  to  that 
country.  The  work  of  education  and  the 
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all  Jews.  They  speak  the  original  sacred 
tongue,  and  possess  documents  which  record 
their  history  thousands  of  years  ago.  The 
officer  spent  abont  six  hours  examining  the 
place,  and  then  returned  to  the  ship  laden 
with  presents.  He  has  still  in  his  posses¬ 
sion  several  cabinets,  not  over  four  feet 
square,  which  contain  over  300  drawers  and 
secret  places.  The  most  interesting  curiosi¬ 
ty  which  he  received  was  a  prayer-book 
vmtten  in  Ohaldaio,  on  vellum,  which  he 
presented  to  the  British  Museum.  Several 
little  articles  yet  remain  in  his  possession, 
which  are  highly  treasured  by  him. 

The  Popish  propaganda  is  making  great 
efibrts  in  Ohina.  A  large  number  of  cate¬ 
chists  and  colporteurs  are  there,  superin¬ 
tended  by  twenty-one  Bishops.  In  one  part 
of  the  novince  of  Pekin,  according  to 
Bishop  Navarro,  nearly  16,000  infidels  have 
been  converted  to  the  Boman  Catholic  faith. 
A  native  Missionary,  attached  to  the  Vicar¬ 
iate  Apostolic  of  Western  Tche-Ly,  writes 
I  that  in  his  orm  district,  where,  {ast  year, 
only  one  or  two  Christian  families  were  to 


dozy.

Edward 
Stratton :  “  This  inde^  was  a  kind  remem¬ 
brance,  and  occurring  at  a  time  when  each 
one  is  taxing  himself  to  the  utmost  to  de¬ 
fray  the  expenses  of  thoroughly  repairing 
ana  beautifying  our  Church  edifice,  makes 
the  kindness  more  marked.  I  ho^  that 
this  act  of  my  people,  together  witb  simi¬ 
lar  sots  from  otner  Churches  may  stimulato 
the  delinquent  to  the  same  good  works.” 

Deviling  Liberal  Things. — I  wish  to  add 
another  to  the  numerous  instances  of  timely 
liberality  recorded  in  your  paper  of  late.

Private  correspond¬ 
ence  has  been  seized,  written  by  Confederate 
officers,  Georgians  and  others,  to  influencial 
citizens  of  Florida,  communicating  to  them, 
confidentially,  the  famishing  conation  of 
Gen.  Bragg'^s  army,  as  imperatively  de- 
manc^g  the  greatest  exertions  and  sacri. 
floes  in  order  to  prevent  absolute  starvation. 
Major  Locke,  the  Chief  Commissary  of 
Georgia,  wrote  that  "  the  itoopt  in  Charles¬ 
ton  are  in  greatiextremity.  We  look  alone  to 
yon  for  cattle;  those  in  Georgia  are  exhaust¬ 
ed.”  Bragg’s  chief  commiuary  vrrites  that 
^  other  sources  of  supply  have  failed,  and 
it  devolves  on  Florida  to  save  tiie  army  from 
starvation.  Late  in  October  last  he  said 
that  the  army  was  “  on  half  rations  of  beef 
and  in  a  few  days  will  have  nothing  but 
bread.”  If  the  rebel  supplies  were  thus

In  olosiug  his  address,  which  was  listened 
to  with  the  deepest  emotion.

Looking  down  upon  the 
lifeless  form  he  added,  with  mnoh  feeling  :

The  Sixth  Presbyterian  Church  of  New¬ 
ark,  N.  J.,  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Bev. 
James  M.  Dickson,  has  been  blessed  during 
the  past  week  with  precious  Bevival  inter¬ 
est  In  addition  to  taking  part  in  Union 
Meetings  daring  the  Week  of  Prayer,  the 
Church  held  special  evening  meetings 
among  themselves.  Here  the  work  com¬ 
menced,  and  has  continued  without  excite¬ 
ment  but  with  the  deepest  solemnity,  up 
to  and  daring  the  past  week.  At  their 
communion  season  on  the  lekst  Sabbath  in 
January,  in  addition  to  seven  by  letter, 
they  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  eight 
on  profession  of  their  faith,  and  are  look¬ 
ing  forward  to  their  next  Communion  as 
one  of  special  interest  to  several  of  their 
families:  a  marked  feature  of  the  occasion 
having  been  the  large  proportion  of  heads 
of  families  who  now  rejoice  in  hope,  or  ^ 
have  been  awakened  to  inquiry.  Though  | 
meetings  have  been  held  three  and  four ' 
Avenings  during  the  week'  in  addition  to 
the  Sabbath  services,  with  the  exception  of 
an  occasional  exchange,  the  work  has  been 
done  by  the  pastor  and  such  help  as  he  | 
could  avail  himself  of  within  the  Church. 

We  learn  that  the  Congregational  Church 
in  East  Bloomfield,  N.Y.,  sinoe  the  Week 
of  Prayer,lhas  had  annsual  religions  ser¬ 
vices,  with  encouraging  results.  A  spirit 
of  inquiry  was  first  developed  among  the 
members  of  the  Sabbath  School,  which 
soon  extended  to  other  circles.  At  last  ac¬ 
counts  the  good  work  was  going  on,  reli¬ 
gious  services  four  or  five  evenings  a  week 
were  well  attended.  Most  of  the  labor  has 
been  performed  by  the  pastor,  Bev.  S. 
Conklin,  though  he  has  had  some  assist¬ 
ance  from  a  former  pastor  Bev.  Dr.  Ken¬ 
dall,  ofiNew  York,  and  from  Bev.  F.  Starr, 
jr.,  of  Penn  Yan.

idolatrous  endowments.  The  Government 
of  India  lately  severed  the  last  links  of 
their  connection  with  idol  and  Mussulman 
lands  for  superstitious  purposes,  by  direct¬ 
ing  that  all  such  should  be  handed  over  to 
the  worshippers  most  interested  in  their 
ministration.  Alarmed  at  this,  “  the  Hin¬ 
du  inhabitants  of  Madras’  ’  mean  to  petition 
for  a  modification  of  the  act ;  but  the  main 
object  was  to  save  the  funds  of  Hindu  tem¬ 
ples  and  monasteries  from  the  maladminis¬ 
tration  of  those  whom  they  singularly 
enough  call  churchwardene  (cfAurma  kurtas), 
by  asking  Government  to  put  the  funds  un¬ 
der  committees  at  the  head  quarters  of 
each  county,  and  not  of  each  village.  The 
former,  being  educated,  will,  it  is  supposed, 
prevent  misappropriation,  and  all  the  evils 
of  what  they  ctm  “sectarian”  disputes. 
The  confessions  of  the  speakers  are  fre¬ 
quent  and  pathetic  ;  that  the  temples  are 
falling  into  ruins ;  that  the  holy  idol  ser¬ 
vices  were  neglected  or  badly  attended ; 
that  the  priests  are  immoral  in  their  lives 
and  peculate  the  funds.  In  fact,  some 
spoke  as  an  orthodox  Pagan  might  be  sup¬ 
posed  to  do  just  before  Constantine’s  time, 
when  he  saw  Christianity  everywhere  be¬ 
ginning  to  overturn  the  idols,  and  even  use 
as  churches  the  idol  temples.  One  speaker 
said— and  I  give  the  remark  as  a  specimen, 
— “  The  present  decayed  state  of  our  tem¬ 
ples  is  manifest  to  every  one  ;  the  causes 
which  have  brought  about  this  deteriora¬ 
tion  it  is  unnecessary  here  to  specify.” 
Government  having,  after  a  century’s  un- 
halloired  support,  left  Hinduism  alone,  we 
see  its  own  votaries  sadly  confessing  it  is 
dying — proving  by  their  appeal  to  Govern¬ 
ment  not  to  surrender  its  support,  that  it 
has  no  inherent  vitality 

Northern  Europe. — Denmark,  Norway,  and 
Sweden  have  recently  united  themselves  in¬ 
to  closer  bonds  of  political  fellowship.  But 
the  union  has  additional  strength  from  a 
common  origin  and  like  religions  aspira¬ 
tions.  Not  long  since,  a  general  Scandina¬ 
vian  Missionary  Conference  was  held  at  Mal- 
mo3,  Snreden.  The  object  of  this  meeting 
was  to  unite  the  people  of  the  three  nations 
in  the  work  of  Missions.  It  was  proposed 
to  occupy  jointly  the  same  field  of  labor,  es¬ 
tablish  a  college  and  a  missionary  joumaL 
The  difference  of  opinion  exhibited  in  the 
disoassion  of  these  plans  made  it  evident 
the  fruit  had  not  yet  ripened.  They  all, 
however,  agreed  on  the  desirableness  of  a 
general  conference.  Copenhagen  was  fixed 
on  08  the  place  of  meeting  and  1864  assign¬ 
ed  as  the  time.  When  the  Conference  was 
at  an  end,  however,  some  Danish  visitors 
went  to  the  house  of  Dr.  Bergmann  at  Yin- 
slof,  and  one  of  them  describee  with  great 
pleasure  the  earnest  Christian  life  exhibited 
in  that  neighborhood.  Every  month  a  pub¬ 
lic  meeting  is  held  there  for  the  discussion 
of  religions  topics,  any  person  having  the 
right  to  speak  or  to  ask  questions  ;  and  at 
one  of  these  meetings  he  was  present.  A 
large  number  of  country  people  of  both  sex¬ 
es  attended  the  meeting,  some  coming  from 
long  distances ;  and  the  visitor  expresses 
his  surprise  at  tee  knowledge  of  the  subject 
exhibits  by  these  peasants.  I 

The  old  Conventicle  law  of  Sweden  which 
forbade  prayer-meetings  to  be  held  when 
the  clergyman  was  absent,  has  been  abol¬ 
ished.  People  are  no  longer  tied  down  to 
their  own  parish  Church,  but  may  wait  on 
tee  minist^  and  receive  ordinances  at  the 
hands  of  any  pastor  whom  they  prefer. 
“  Mission-houses,”  that  is,  houses  for  re¬ 
ligious  meetings  of  various  kinds  (for  which 
teepambQ^Rfthte  n9  either  unsuitable  or 
are  hot  granted),  are  being  multiplied  over

now  in  press.  Mr.  Long,  of  the  Methodist 
Mission,  has  just  commenced  the  revision 
of  the  New  Testament. 

The  distress  and  excitement  prevailing 
among  the  Armenians  in  Eastern  Turkey, 
are  exerting  an  unfavorable  influence  upon 
the  mission  work.  Those  of  them  who.  in 
consequence  of  the  scarcity,  attempted  to 
emigrate  to  Bussia,  were  not  allowed  to 
cross  the  frontier,  but  returned  in  great  de¬ 
pression  and  poverty. 

Aleppo. — The  Bev.  Dr.  John  Natabel,  Mis¬ 
sionary  of  tee  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
has  just  organized  in  the  city  oi  Aleppo,  an 
Evangelical  Church.  Eight  individuals 
made  a  profession  of  their  faith,  one  of 
whom  had  been  a  bishop  in  tee  Armenian 
Church;  about  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  he  left 
his  Church  in  disgust  with  its  errors — join¬ 
ed  the  mission  congregation,  married,  and 
is  now  laboring  with  his  own  hands  to  sup¬ 
port  his  family. 

Boligiou  Liberty  in  Aoitria. — A  few  years 
ago  Austria  was  pointed  to  as  tee  syml^l  of 
all  that  was  dull,  and  leaden  in  despotic 
government.  Now  constitutional  ideas  have 
made  surprising  progress  in  the  Court  as 
well  as  through  the  country;  and  religious 
liberty  is  perhaps  even  more  fully  secured 
there  thau  in  Italy.  It  was  stated  at  a  re¬ 
cent  meeting  of  the  Beichsrath,  or  Parlia¬ 
ment  of  Austria,  that  a  committee  hod  been 
appointed,  presided  over  by  the  Minister 
of  State,  to  regulate  the  relations  between 
the  Boman  and  the  Protestant  Churches; 
and  that  this  committee  consisted  of  an 
equal  number  of  Protestants  and  Catholics. 
Considering  the  minority  in  which  the  Pro¬ 
testants  are  in  Germany,  this  must  be  re¬ 
garded  as  an  act  of  groat  liberality.  It  is 
gratifying  to  find,  too,  that  the  Protestants 
are  making  the  best  use  of  tee  liberty  thus 
allowed. 

Popery  la  Ecuador. — A  concordat  was  a  few 
months  since  concluded  between  the  Pope 
and  the  Bepublic  of  Ecuador,  South  Ameri¬ 
ca,  in  which  the  Pope  strictly  prohibited 
the  public  exercise  of  any  religious  worship 
except  that  of  the  Boman  Catholic  Church. 
The  people,  however,  are  not  inclined  tame¬ 
ly  to  wear  the  fetters  with  which  the  Pope 
would  bind  their  minds,  and  accordingly 
their  legislature  has  annulled  the  concordat 
and  instead  are  discussing  the  suppression 
of  all  the  monastic  orders  and  the  confisca¬ 
tion  of  the  Church  property. 


If  tee  rebel  supplies  were  thus 
exhaiuted  in  October  last,  it  is  evident  that 
by  this  time  all  the  Confederate  armies  and 
the  whole  people  must  be  reduced  to  extre¬ 
mities.  The  ocenpation  of  Florida  must 
therefore  be  a  crushing  blow  to  them,  and 
^1  produce  important  results  in  diminish¬ 
ing  resistance  to  our  arms,  and  disposing 
the  inhabitants  to  accept  the  President’s 
amnesty. 

Later  news  from  Florida  gives  details  of 
tee  saocessful  opperations  of  General  Gill- 
more’s  army,  including  the  evacuation  of 
Lake  City  by  General  Finigan,  which  is 
regarded  as  a  virtual  abandonment  by  tee 
rebels'of  the  entire  Eastern  part  of  Florida. 

According  to  GenerM  Gillmore’s  despatch 
to  General  Halleck,  dated  at  Baldwin,  Flor¬ 
ida,  February  9th,  a  portion  of  his  oom¬ 
mand  reached  Jacksonville  per  gun-boat 
Norwich  on  the  afternoon  of  the  7te.  The 
advance  “  comprising  the  Fortieth  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Infantry,  the  Independent  Battal¬ 
ion  of  Massachusetts  Oavahty,  under  Major 
Stevens,  and  Elder’s  Horse  Battery,  Fust 
Artillery,  pushed  forward  into  the  interior 
on  the  night  of  the  8th,  passed  by  the  en¬ 
emy  drawn  up  in  line  of  battle  at  Camp 
Finigan,  seven  miles  from  Jacksonville, 
surprised  and  captured  a  battery  three 
miles  in  the  rear  of  the  camp  about  mid¬ 
night,  and  reached  Baldwin  about  sunrise 
of  the  9th.  At  our  approach  the  enemy 
absconded,  sunk  the  steamer  St.  Marys, 
burned  270  bales  of  cotton  a  few  miles 
above  Jacksonville.  We  have  taken,  with¬ 
out  the  loss  of  a  man,  abont  100  prisoners, 
8  pieces  of  artillery  in  serviceable  ooadltion 
and  well  supplied  with  ammunition,  and 
other  valuable  property  to  a  large  amount.” 

The  blockade  runner  Bufalo,  Trite  seven¬ 
ty-four  bales  of  cotton,  was  handsomely 
cut  out  at  St.  Andrews  by  the  bark  BraeiU- 
era,  commanded  by  Master  Gillespie.  He., 
passed  a  rebel  camp  of  four  hnndm  men 
in  his  boats,  which  only  contained  twenty- 
eight  men,  and  brought  the  Bs^cdo  and 
her  crew  of  five  men,  together  Trite  two 
families  of  Union  people,  solely  under  the 
guns  of  the  bark. 

Several  times  lately  tee  rebels  have  en¬ 
deavored  to  reinforce  tee  worn-out  garrison 
in  Fort  Sumter,  but  have  been  prevented 
by  tee  calcium  lights  Trith  which  our  men 
nightly  illuminato  tee  harbor.  Trite  such 
brilliancy,  that  no  steamer  can  venture  to-

The  Fiftieth  street  Church  was  well  filled  on 
Thursday  evening  last  at  the  instiJlation  of 
Bev.  S.  B.  Bell,  D.D.,  as  its  pastor.  After 
the  usual  devotional  exercises,  of  which 
the  singing  formed  a  very  creditable  part, 
an  able  and  faithful  sermon  was  preached 
by  Bev.  T.  A.  Mills,  D.D.  Bev.  K  F. 
Hatfield,  D.D.,  presided  as  Moderator  and 
rat  the  Constitutional  questions.

Wbst  ViBoiNiA.— Deserters  in  consider¬ 
able  numbers  continue  to  come  into  Gen. 
Kelly’s  lines.  Mrior  Cole,  commanding  a 
battalion  of  the  First  Maryland  cava^, 
had  a  skirmish  on  Saturday  vrith  a  portion 
of  Moseby’s  oommand  at  Piedmont  Station, 
in  which  he  took  seventeen  prisoners  and 
killed  five  and  wounded  a  considerable 
number  of  the  enemy.  His  own  loss  was 
two  killed  and  two  wounded.  Moseby  and 
his  men  were  taken  by  surprise. 

General  Sullivan  has  directed  the  Pro¬ 
vost-marshal  of  Western  Maryland  to  as¬ 
sess  upon  the  secessionists  of  his  distiriot  a 
sum  sufficient  to  cover  the  losses  sustained 
by  loyal  residents  by  reason  of  guerilla 
raids  upon  their  property. 

From  Louisa,  Ky.,  comes  a  despatch  dat¬ 
ed  the  14te,  relative  to  a  skirmish  and  im¬ 
portant  capture :  Colonel  Gallup  surprised 
the  rebel  CoL  Fergu/ron’s  oommand  in 
Wayne  county.  West  Virginia,  captured  60 
prisoners,  four  of  whom  were  commission¬ 
ed  officers,  eighty  stand  of  arms,  a  number 
of  stolen  horses,  and  supplies  of  forage 
and  ammunition.  This  Ferguson  is  tee 


destroying  the  railroad  in  his  rear.  His 
progress  had  been  uninterrupted,  but  the 
rebels  announce  that  a  deperate  fight  Trill 
be  made  at  Mobile.

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THZ  IXPEXK  I0QAB  CAHK. 

We  have  been  interested  in  reading  a 
description  in  The  Country  Oentleman,  by 
Mr.  E.  A.  King,  of  King’s  Ferry,  N.  Y., 
(tf  his  method  of  raising  this  rariety  of  sugar 
'-cane.  The  great  difficulty  experienced  in 
many  localities  has  been  the  late  ripening  of 
the  cane,  and  consequently  its  liability  to 
be  injured  by  hard  freezing.  This  is  owing 
chiefly  to  the  length  of  time  the  seed  lays  in 
the  ground  before  it  sprouts  and  comes  op. 
To  overcome  this  difficulty,  Mr.  King  re¬ 
sorted  to  the  following  method  : — 

To  cause  the  cane  seed  to  germinate  and 
grow  quickly,  procure  the  seed  a  week  or  so 
before  wishing  to  plant,  (say  about  the  first 
week  in  May, )  and  place  it,  with  about  an 
equal  quantity  of  plaster,  in  a  small  bag 
and  immerse  it  in  boiling  water,  allowing  it 
to  remain  five  or  ten  minutes;  then  place 
the  bag  by  a  stove  or  in  some  warm  locali¬ 
ty,  allowing  it  to  remain  until  the  sprouts 
are  from  one- half  to  an  inch  in  length.  This 
will  occur  in  from  one  to  two  weeks.  Np 
Inconvenience  will  be  occasioned  by  the 
sprouts  when  planting,  as  they  are  of  a 
tongh  leathery  textnre,  not  easily  broken. 
The  yonng  plants,  when  the  seed  is  treated 
in  this  manner,  will  appear  above  ground 
in  from  three  to  six  days,  when  Ranted 
without  germinating  about  four  times  as 
long.  A  friend  informed  me  to-day  that 
his  cane  seed  planted  dry,  was  three  weeks 
in  coining  up.  The  advantage  in  germinat¬ 
ing  the  seed  is  obvious.  The  plant  when 
it  first  appears  is  very  small,  much  resem¬ 
bling  some  grasses. 

Mlect  a  piece  of  ground  which  would 
give  a  good  yield  of  corn,  the  richer  the 
better.  Plow  and  prepare  the  same  as  for 
com.  Mark  but  one  way,  having  the  rows 
three  and  a  half  feet  apart.  Drop  the  seed 
in  bills  about  eighteen  or  twenty  inches 
apart,  and  cover  not  very  deeply.  As  soon 
as  it  is  two  or  three  inches  in  height,  go 
through  it  with  a  cultivator,  and  dress  out 
nicely  with  the  hoe.  From  this  time  until 
stripping  of  the  leaves,  give  it  the  same  care 
as  you  would  corn.  Care  should  be  taken 
at  the  first  hoeing,  as  much  depends  upon 
^ving  it  a  good  start.  Suckers  will  start 
up  ai^nt  each  pluit ;  these  should  be  bro¬ 
ken  off  if  yon  wish  to  raise  an  extra  quality 
of  cane. 

The  leaves  are  stripped  off  very  expedi¬ 
tiously  with  a  common  hay- fork,  by  striking 
the  tines  of  the  fork  quickly  from  the  top  of 
the  cane  downward.  When  cut  up  and  the 
tops  cut  off,  your  cane  is  ready  for  the  mill. 
A  quick  way  of  ttAing  off  the  tops  is  to  lay 
a  large  heap  of  the  cane  with  ends  over- 
lai^ing  a  piece  of  plank,  when  a  few  blows 
with  an  axe  will  do  the  work. 

The  mill  used  here  was  one  of  Hedges’, 
made  in  Ohio,  the  cost  of  which  is  about 
$30.  Such  a  mill  answers  for  a  score  or 
more  of  farmers.  The  apparatus  used  for 
making  the  syrup  was,  in  lien  of  a  better 
one,  two  wooden  vats  bottomed  with  sheet- 
iron,  the  same  as  used  in  making  maple  syrup. 
The  owner  of  the  mill  intends  next  season 
to  get  an  evaporator. 

The  mode  of  redndng  the  green  rank 
jnioe  of  the  cane  as  it  comes  from  the  mill 
to  a  good  palatable  syrnp^  is  as  follows:  Fill 
the  vats  about  two-tiurds  full.  As  soon  ^ 
it  fairly  boils,  begin  skimming  off  the  sedi¬ 
ment  which  rises  to  the  top;  continue  this 
at  intervals  as  long  as- it  rises.  The  flavor 
of  the  syrup  much  depends  upon  this  pro¬ 
cess.  When  about  the  proper  consistency 
for  use,  to  cleanse  it,  for  fifteen  gallons  take 
one  quart  of  sweet  milk  and  one  table  spoon¬ 
ful  of  saleratns  dissolved  in  water;  cool  the 
syrup  and  pour  in;  this  causes  all  particles 
of  cane  and  other  matter  to  rise  to  the  sur¬ 
face.  This  should  be  skimmed  off  as  quickly 
as  possible.  When  a  proper  thickness  is 
attained,  and  the  syrup  cooled,  it  is  ready 
for  use. 

Mr.  King  says  that  by  this  method  of 
raiiiog  the  Imphee,  he  finds  no  difficulty  in 
fully  ripening  the  seed ;  and  that  the  yield 
offyropTOr  acre  was  from  120  to  180  gal¬ 
lons,  suitf^le  to  take  the  place  of  sugar  in 
most  culinary  operations.  And  he  is,  more¬ 
over  convinced  that  each  farmer  can  thus 
raise  his  own  sugar  as  easily  as  he  can  cul¬ 
tivate  an  equal  breadth  of  com  er  potatoes, 
and  with  at  least  three  times  the  profit. 
Mr.  King  gives  a  great  preference  to  the 
Imphee  variety,  as  being  much  richer  in 
saccharine  juices.

Then  the  tallow,  if  it  be 
possible  to  extract  tallow  from  the  army 
horses,  which  I  think  extremely  doubtful, 
unless  they  die  immediately  after  entering 
the  service.  And  last,  but  not  least,  the 
shin-bones  are  valuable,  being  convertible 
into  a  variety  of  articles  that  many  believe 
to  be  composed  of  pure  ivory,  such  as  cane 
heads,  knife- handles,  &c. 


TO  PBBVUT  THE  8HEDDIHG  OF  WOOL. 

Mr.  Lewis  of  Wisconsin,  in  reply  to  an 
inquiry  on  the  subject,  gives  his  experience 
in  sheep  raising  in  The  Practical  Farmer. 
He  says  : 

With  thirty  years’  experience,  I  have  not 
known  high  keeping  cause  wool  to  shed, 
that  is,  when  properly  done.  My  plan  to 
keep  the  wool  on  wonld  be  to  keep  sheep 
/at.  If  sheep  run  down  from  any  cause, 
and  are  suddenly  recruited,  wool  will  start. 
All  kinds  of  grain  will  do  it ;  and  I  have 
known  a  sudden  change  from  a  next-to-no- 
feed  pasture  to  timothy- and- clover  full  feed, 
start  wool  from  a  poor  sheep. 

Begin  a  little  before  the  Ist  of  December 
with  grain  ;  commencing  lightly,  increasing 
gradually  until  yon  give  them  all  they  vrill 
eat,  if  you  like,  and  the  more  they  eat  the 
tighter  the  wool  will  stick  :  provided  there 
is  no  disease.  Feed  corn,  beans,  wheat,  (?) 
rye,  barley,  oats,  vegetables,  or  anything 
that  sheep  will  eat  that  makes  fat — anything 
you  happen  to  have  the  best  supply  of, 
avoiding  sudden  changes.  The  woel  will 
not  only  stick  well,  but  you  will  have 
enough  more  to  pay  yon  well.  Continue 
feeding  your  grain  to  the  ewes  all  through 
the  time  the  lambs  are  dropping,  if  yon  like, 
and  after  that  until  the  fe^  is  so  good  that 
they  do  not  care  to  eat  it.  Yon  will  raise 
more  and  better  lambs  with  much  less 
trouble.  . 

Each  kind  of  grain  in  its  turn,  by  differ¬ 
ent  persons,  has  been  charged  with  taking 
the  wool  off,  BO  that  they  have  to  stop  to 
save  the  wool.  I  think  it  comes  off  for 
want  of  grain,  properly  fed. 


LITSEARY  CURIOSITY. 


We  are  indebted  to  the  kindness  of  Mr. 
H.  W.  Bryant,  formerly  antiquarian  book¬ 
seller  in  this  city,  for  the  pleasure  of  exam¬ 
ining  a  copy  of  a  "literal  reprint  of  the 
Bay  Psalm  Book,"  "  being  the  earliest  New 
England  version  of  the  P^ma  and  the  first 
book  printed  in  America."  This  is  one  of 
fifty  copies  reprinted  by  the  Riverside  Press, 
with^  the  most  careful  and  accurate  repro¬ 
duction  of  all  the  peculiarities  and  errors  of 
the  original.  The  Bay  Psalm  Book  was  the 
four  years*  labor  of  some  of  the  earliest 
New  England  divines,  esteemed  "  most  em¬ 
inent  for  Scripture  knowledge,  piety,  and 
strict  adherence  to  the  Word  of  Qod."  The 
psalms  were  versified  and  prepared  for  the 
press  by  Bev.  Mr.  Richard  Matthers  of  Dor¬ 
chester,  Rev.  Mr.  Thomas  Weld,  and  Rev. 
Mr.  John  Eliot  of  Roxbury,  and  printed 
^  Mr.  Stephen  Daye  at  Cambridge  in  16i0. 
The  preface  is  an  ingenious  and  curious  de¬ 
fence  of  psalm  singing  and  metrical  transla¬ 
tion.  "And  verily,"  says  the  author,  "as 
their  sin  is  exceemng  great  who  will  allow 
David’s  psalms  (as  other  Scripture)  to  be 
read  in  churches  (which  is  one  end)  but  not 
to  be  preached  also  (which  is  another  end), 
so  their  sin  is  crying  before  God,  who  will 
allow  them  to  be  read  and  preached,  but 
seeke  to  deprive  the  Lord  of  the  glory  of 
the  third  end  of  them,  which  is  to.  sing  them 
in  Churches.”  A  lesson  not  amiss  in  our 
day.  He  urges  good  argument  for  metrify 
ing.  "First:  there  are  many  verses  togeth¬ 
er  in  several  psalmes  of  David  wUch  run  in 
rithmes,  .  which  show  at  least  the  lawfull- 
ness  of  singing  psalmes  in  english  rithmes. 

Secondly:  the  psalmes  are  penned  such 
verses  as  are  sntable  to  the  poetry  of  the 
hebrew  language,  .  .  and  if  in  our  english 
tongue  we  are  to  sing  them,  then  as  all  our 
Eng^h  songs  do  run  in  meter  so  ought 
David's  psalmes  to  be  translated  into  mee- 
ter.  ..  Men  might  as  well  stumble  at  sing¬ 
ing  the  hebrew  psalmes  in  our  english  tunes 
.  as  at  singing  them  in  english  meter.” 
One  reading  these  psalms  now  is  inclined  to 
smile  at  the  idea  of  their  needing  any  jus¬ 
tification  on  the  score  of  liberalness  of  para¬ 
phrase.  The  following  stanzas  being  fair 
specimens,  this  version  must  have  made 
some  rather  zonoh  sinsdniM . 


War  between  Denmark  and  the  German  Powers. 
— The  ultimatum  of  the  two  leading  Ger¬ 
man  powers  having  been  rejected  by  Dan¬ 
mark,  the  united  forces,  including  contin¬ 
gents  from  Prussia  and  Austria,  advanced 
into  Schleswig  on  the  1st  of  February,  the 
Danes  falling  back  to  the  Schlei — the  creek 
on  which  the  town  of  Schleswig  is  situated— 
their  line  extending  from  the  strong  works 
of  Missnnde — ^just  inside  the  inlet  entrance 
— ^to  Agel. 

On  the  2d  the  Prussians  attacked  the 
Danes  near  Missnnde,  the  latter  maint&in- 
ing  a  heavy  cannonade  from  their  forts 
against  the  invading  storming  patties  of  in¬ 
fantry,  who  replied,  according  to  a  telegram 
from  theirgeneral  (Prince  Frederick  Charles 
of  Prussia),  "with  seventy-four  guns." 
The  Danes  claim  that  they  repulsed  their 
enemy  after  a  brisk  fight  of  six  hours,  with 
a  loss  of  one  hundred  men,  including  sever¬ 
al  superior  ofiicers.  Four  distinct  assaults 
were  made.  The  Prussians,  however,  are 
said  to  have  brought  heavy  artillery  to  the 
front  on  the  third,  with  boats  for  storming 
parties,  and  the  Danes  continued  the  cannon¬ 
ade.  Another  telegram  says  the  Prussians 
have  fallen  back  on  Eiderforde. 

Cooperating  with  their  allies,  the  Aus¬ 
trians  at  three  o’clock  on  the  afternoon  of 
the  third  assaulted  Bristore,  one  mile  South 
of  Schleswig,  and  the  firing  continued  till 
after  dark-,  with  a  loss  to  the  Danes  of  one 
gun.  They  fought  under  the  eye  of  their 
King. 

Whether  events  have  thus  suddenly  be¬ 
come  too  grave  for  pacification  remains  to 
be  seen.  It  is  asserted  that  England  has  of¬ 
fered  to  guarantee  all  that  Austria  and 
Prussia  have  demanded  of  Denmark  ;  and 
the  Proclamation  of  Field  Marshal  Yon 
Wrangel  to  the  Sohleswigers  says  that  the 
civil  commissioners  of  Austria  and  Prussia 
will  assume  the  administration  of  the  Duchy 
of  Schleswig,  and  not,  as  was  stated,  of  the 
Duchies  of  ^hleswig  and  Holstein. 

At  this  junction  of  affairs,  the  probable 
action  of  England  and  France  becomes  a 
matter  of  vast  moment.  The  speech  of  the 
British  Queen  is  almost  whoUy  occupied 
with  this  complication,  commencing  with 
the  acknowledgment  that  the  "  state  of  af¬ 
fairs  on  the  continent  of  Eurrae  has  been 
the  cause  of  great  anxiety. ’ ’  wie  quote  fur¬ 
ther: 

The  death  of  the  King  of  Denmark 
brought  into  immediate  appUoation  the  stip¬ 
ulations  of  the  treaty  of  May,  1852,  conclud¬ 
ed  by  Her  Majesty,  the  Emperor  of  Austria, 
the  Emperor  of  the  French,  the  King  of  Frus- 
sia,the  Emperor  Russia,  and  the  King  of  Swe« 
den;  and  afterwards  acceded  to  by  the  King 
of  Hanover,  the  King  of  Saxony,  the  King 
of  Wurtemburg,  the  King  of  the  Nether¬ 
lands,  the  Queen  of  Spain,  the  Eiing  of  Por¬ 
tugal,  and  the  King  of  Italy. 

"The  treaty  declares  that  it  is  conducive 
to  the  preservation  of  the  balance  of  power 
and  the  peace  of  Europe,  that  the  integrity 
of  the  Danish  monarchy  should  be  main¬ 
tained,  and  that  several  territories  which 
have  hitherto  been  under  the  sway  of  the 
late  King  of  Denmark,  should  continue  so 
to  remain,  and  for  this  purpose  it  was  agreed 
that  upon  the  death  of  the  late  King,  and 
of  his  uncle,  the  Prince  Frederick,  without 
issue,  his  Majesty,  King  Cinsetion,  should 
be  acknowledged  as  succeeding  to  all  the 
dominions  then  united  under  the  sceptre  of 
his  Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark. 

"Her  Majesty,  actuated  by  the  same  desire 
to  preserve  the  peace  of  Europe,  which  was 
one  of  the  declared  objects  of  all  the  powers 
who  were  parties  to  that  treaty,  has  been 
unremitting  in  her  endeavors  to  bring  to  a 
peaceful  settlement  the  differences  which  in 
this  matter  have  arisen  between  Denmark 
and  Germany,  and  to  avert  the  dangers 
which  might  follow  from  the  beginning  of 
warfare  in  the  North  of  Europe.  And  her 
Majesty  will  continue  her  efforts  in  the  in¬ 
terests  of  peace." 


Ulnsss  of  Dr.  Malan.— The  latest  intelli¬ 
gence  from  Geneva  represents  that  this 
eiMnent  and  venerable  minister  is  slowly  de¬ 
clining,  and  that  the  severe  cold  of  the  sea¬ 
son  aggravate  all  his  symptoms.  There  is, 
perhaps,  no  imminent  danger,  but  his  suf¬ 
ferings  and  weakness  may  soon  remove  him. 
Dr.  Malan  was  the  first  who,  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  Revival  in  1817,  openly  pro¬ 
claimed,  from  the  pulpit  of  Calvin  and  the 
Church  of  St.  Pierre,  the  Gospel  of  salva¬ 
tion  by  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Lamb  of 
God  who  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world. 

Colenio'i  Works  ia  India  — A  friend  in  India 
says  that  in  Calcutta  the  Colenso  contro¬ 
versy  is  raging.  The  natives  give  away  the 
book  to  any  they  suspect  of  a  tendency  to 
Christianity.  The  friends  of  a  youn g  man, 
who  had  been  gradually  led  on  by  the  Holy 
Spirit,  knd  was  on  the  point  of  openly 
declaring  himself,  sent  him  the  other  day  a 
copy  of  Colenso's  works,  telling  him  it  was 
most  fortunate  for  him  that  he  had  not  com¬ 
mitted  himself  by  baptism,  as  he  would 
have  found  himself  in  a  fearful  position, 
for  Christianity  had  just  been  upset  by  a 
Bishop.  Do  not  such  things  remind  us  of 
our  Lord’s  words  in  Luke  xvii.  2?  See 
these  "  little  ones,”  just  struggling  out  of 
the  darkness  of  heathenism,  driven  back 
by  the  teachings  of  a  Christian  Bishop  ! 
Hearing  as  I  do  from  missionaries  in  Indio, 
I  often  feel  very  sad  when  they  speak  of 
their  hearts  being  grieved  and  their  hands 
hanging  down,  through  having  it  cast  in 
their  teeth  that  "  one  of  your  own  Bishops 
has  proved  the  Bible  false.”— Cor.  ofanEna- 
lish  Paper. 

The  DUtreaa  of  Lancashire.— It  is  stated  that 
the  number  receiving  relief  exceeds  200,000 
persons,  imd  that  the  remaining  month  of 
Winter  will  make  a  large  addition  to  those 
requiring  aid.  Since  the  distress  began, 
the  local  relief  committees  have,  it  is  esti¬ 
mated,  expended  altogether,  £1,281,645. 
The  amount  now  in  the  hands  of  the  bank¬ 
ers  is  £203,173,  in  addition  to  which  there 
are  balances  of  £87,730  of  the  Cotton  Dis¬ 
tricts’  Relief  Fund.

Railways  in  Ragland.— The  capital  expend¬ 
ed  on  railways  to  the  present'  time  has  been 
upwards  of  three  hundred  and  eighty- five 
millions  sterling,  or  nearly  half  the  National 
Debt.  This  amount  has  been  devoted  to 
the  construction  of  eleven  thousand  five 
hundred  miles  of  railway  in  the  British  Is¬ 
lands,  which  are  now  open  for  trafiio. 


Santiago,  Chili,  —  Two  weeks’  later  intel¬ 
ligence  has  been  received  from  Santiago, 
the  scene  of  the  late  oonflagration  of  a  Oath- 
olio  Church.  The  greatest  indignation  still 
exists  against  the  priests,  who  are  making 
neat  efforts  to  gain  the  power  they  have 
lost,  while  the  people  are  trying  manfully 
to  assert  their  ovn  freedom  of  thought. 
The  clergy  have  even  started  a  secret  news¬ 
paper  for  the  defence  of  religious  interests. 
The  authorities  have  decreed  that  the  walls 
of  the  church  where  the  fire  took  place 
shall  be  levelled  with  the  ground,  and  the 
Senate  has  also  decreed  that  henceforth 
there  are  to  be  no  more  illuminations  of 
Ohurches  and  splendid  night  services.  An¬ 
other  result  of  this  calamity  is  the  organi¬ 
zation  of  a  fire  brigade  for  Santiago.  The 
fire  companies  iu  Valparaiso  are  the  most 
popular  of  the  social  institutions  of  the 
city.  It  is  ascertained  that  at  least  2,500 
perished  in  the  flames.  On  the  Slst  of  De¬ 
cember  a  similar  calamity  had  nearly  be¬ 
fallen  the  worshippers  in  the  San  Isidro 
Ohuroh.

Threatened  Kiectment  of  Presbyterian  Hinistera 
in  England. — A  correspondent  of  the  Lon 
don  Weekly  Review  states  that  "  proceed¬ 
ings  have  been  instituted  which,  if  carried 
out,  will  lead  to  the  ejectment  of  some  of 
our  English  Presbyterian  ministers  from 
their  manses  and  churches,  and  will  subject 
them  to  the  most  serious  annoyance,  ex-

brethren  who  hold  themselves  to  be  con¬ 
nected  with  the  National  Ohurch  of  Scot- 
hmd;  and  their  object  is  to  obtain  possession 
of  property,  which  they  allege  belongs,  ac¬ 
cording  to  law,  to  that  Establishment.  From 
public  rumor  it  wonld  appear  that  the  most 
energetic  measures  are  being  adopted.  De¬ 
putations  have  visited  various  districts  of 
Bogltia,  meetinm  have  been  held,  and  mis¬ 
sives  have  been  despatched, — all  indicating 
that  a  concerted  and  systematie  attempt  is 
to  be  made  to  secure  all  the  ecclesiastical 
property  now  enjoyed  by  the  Presbyterian 
Ohnrob  iu  England  which  can  be  possibly 
reached  by  a  le^  interpretation  of  the  titie 
deeds.  Already  these  proceedings  have 
been  instituted ;  and,  as  if  resolv^  to  be 
^  at  the  top,  the  bolt  has  fallen  on  the 
head  of  the  Miraerator  of  the  Bynod."  This, 
if  carried  out,  will  be  a  repetition  of  the 
quoad  sacra  business  in  Scotland.

Tbb  New  Conscbiftion  Biiii.,  as  it  has 
been  agreed  to  by  both  Houses  of  Congress, 
awaits  the  President’s  signature.  Though 
purporting  to  be  only  an  amendment  of  the 
former  bill,  it  embodies  so  many  features 
not  found  in  the  original,  that  it  may  be 
regarded  as  a  new  act.  These  amendments 
remi^y  some  of  the  inequalities  in  the  for¬ 
mer  act.  In  levying  a  quota,  for  instance, 
regard  is  to  be  paid  to  the  number  of  men 
previously  furnished,  and  the  actual  num¬ 
ber  of  able-bodied  inhabitants.  The  new 
bill  is  aleo  shaped  with  reference  to  the  pro¬ 
curing  of  men,  rather  than  greenbacks. 
The  following  is  a  synopsis  of  the  bill  as  it 
finally  passed  : 

Whenever,  during  the  present  war,  the  Presi¬ 
dent  shall  deem  it  necessary,  he  is  authorized  to 
call  fur  such  number  of  men  as  the  public  exigen¬ 
cies  may  require.  Quotas  of  wards,  towns,  town¬ 
ships,  precincts,  or  election  districts,  aic  to  be  in 
proportion  to  their  residents  liable  to  military 
duty,  taking  into  account  those  previously  fur¬ 
nish^.  If  the  quotas  are  not  filled  at  the  desig¬ 
nated  time,  there  will  be  a  draft  for  the  deficien¬ 
cy  ;  but  volunteers  shall  bo  deducted  who  enlist 
after  It  is  ordered  and  before  it  is  actually  made. 
If  the  quota  of  any  district  is  not  filled  by  the 
draft,  a  further  draft  shall  be  made  until  its  quota 
is  filled.  Persons  enrolled  may,  previous  to  the 
draft,  furnish  substitutes  who  are  not  liable  and 
will  he  exempt  from  draft  not  exceeding  tho  time 
of  the  substitute.  The  payment  of  commutation 
only  operates  to  relieve  the  person  from  draft  on 
that  call ;  his  name  is  retained  on  the  roll,  ho  is 
subject  to  draft  in  filling  that  quota,  and  his 
name  is  retained  on  the  roll  for  future  quotas.  In 
no  instance  shall  exemption  by  reason  of  commu¬ 
tation  extend  beyond  one  year.  Boards  of  enrol¬ 
ment  are  required  to  enrol  persons  liable  to  draft 
whose  names  have  been  omitted — those  liable  be¬ 
ing  as  follows  ;  all  who  arrive  at  the  age  of  twen¬ 
ty  before  the  draft ;  aliens  who  declare  their  in¬ 
tention  to  become  citizens;  all  persons  discharged 
from  the  military  or  naval  service,  who  have  not 
served  two  years  during  the  war  ;  and  all  who 
were  exempted  in  the  original  Enrolment  act, 
but  are  not  exempt  under  the  amended  act.  The 
following  are  to  ^  released  and  discharged  from 
draft :  All  who  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  forty- 
five  between  the  time  of  enrolment  and  the  draft: 
mariners  or  able  bodied  seamen  who,  within  eight 
days  of  notification  of  draft  enlist  in  the  naval 
service;  such  as  are  rejected  as  physically  or  men¬ 
tally  unfit ;  all  who  are  actually  in  the  military 
or  naval  service  at  the  time  of  draft ;  and  all  who 
have  served  in  the  military  or  naval  service  two 
years  during  the  war,  and  been  honorably  dis¬ 
charged.  TLe  two  classes  of  married  ami  single 
are  consolidated. 

The  bill  further  provides  that  persons  resisting 
or  aiding  to  resist  or  oppose  the  enrolment  shall, 
on  conviction,  be  fined  not  over  $5000,  and  im¬ 
prisoned  not  over  four  years,  or  both.  Where 
the  death  of  an  enroling  or  drafting  officer  is  pro¬ 
duced,  the  offence  is  murder,  and  on  conviction, 
punishable  with  death. 

Members  of  religious  denominations,  who  swear 
or  affirm  that  they  are  conscientiously  opposed  to 
bearing  arms,  and  prohibited  from  doing  so  by 
their  articles  of  faith  and  practice,  when  drafted 
shall  be  assigned  to  duty  in  hospitals,  or  to  the 
care  of  freedmeu,  as  non-combatants,  or  shall  pay 
$800,  to  be  applied  to  the  benefit  of  sick  and 
wounded  soldiers.  Persons  of  foreign  birth  shall 
not  be  exempt  from  enrolment  or  draft  who  have 
voted  at  any  election  ^  or  held  office  under  the 
laws  of  any  State  or  Territory.  Persons  drafted 
or  liable  to  military  duty,  who  procure  exemp¬ 
tion  by  fraud  or  false  representations,  will  be 
deemed  deserters,  and  punished  as  such,  and  held 
to  service  for  the  full  term  of  their.draft,  reckon¬ 
ing  from  the  Ume  of  the  arrest.  The  Secretary  of 
War  is  authorized  to  order  the  discharge  of  all  in 
the  military  service  who  are  under  eighteen  at 
the  time  of  application  for  their  discharge,  and 
who  are  in  the  service  without  the  consent  of 
their  parents  or  guardians,  provided  the  latter 
repay  all  tho  bounties  and  advance  pay  which 
may  have  been  received.  Persons  who  procure,  or 
attempt  to  procure,  false  reports  of  their  physical 
condiUon  ^m  surgeons  of  enroling  b<wds,  or 
decisions  of  Boards  of  Enrolment  on  false  repre¬ 
sentations,  shall,  on  conviction  in  any  United 
States  District  ^urt,  be  punished  by  imprison- 
ment  for  the  term  for  which  they  were  drafted. 
Agents  or  attorneys’  fees  for  making  out  and  ex¬ 
ecuting  exemption  claims,  shall  not  in  any  case 
exceed  $5.  Physicians,  surgeons,  clerks,  or 
agents  of  ^ards  of  Enrolment,  who  receive  com¬ 
pensation  for  their  services  from  drafted  men,  are 
guilty  of  a  high  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  not 
over  $500  fine,  and  also  by  imprisonment  not  to 
exceed  one  year.  Or  if  they  or  any  members  of 
Boards  of  Enrolment  engage  in  procuring  substi¬ 
tutes,  or  make  a  false  or  incorrect  report,  or  wil¬ 
fully  neglect  to  make  a  faithful  inspection,  or 
agree  to  discharge  any  drafted  man  not  legally 
and  properly  entitled  to  be  discharged,  they  are 
to  be  punished  by  fine  or  imprisonment.  Tlie 
following  is  the  substance  of  the  amendment  re¬ 
lating  to  colored  persons : 

“  All  able-bodied  male  colored  persons  between 
twenty  and  forty-five,  resident  in  the  United 
States,  shall  be  enroleri  ocoording  to  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  the  Enrolment  Act  and  of  this  Amendatory 
Act,  and  form  part  of  the  national  forces.  And 
when  a  slave  of  a  loyal  master  shall  be  drafted 
and  mastered  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  his  master  shall  have  a  certificate  thereof, 
and  thereupon  such  slave  shall  be  free,  and  the 
bounty  of  $100,  now  payable  by  law  for  each 
drafted  man,  shall  be  paid  to  the  person  to  whom 
such  drafted  person  was  owing  service  er  labor  at 
tho  timo  of  his  muster  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States.  The  Secretary  of  War  shall  ap¬ 
point  a  commission  in  each  of  the  States  repro-' 
seated  ia  Congress  charged  to  award  to  each  loyal 
person  to  whom  thq  colored  volunteer  may  9we 
service,  a  just  compensation,  not  exoeeding  $300, 
to  each  such  colored  volunteer,  payable  out  of 
the  fund  derived  from  commutations,  and  every 
such  colored  volunteer  on  being  mustered  into 
the  service  shall  be  free,  and  in  all  cases  where 
men  of  color  have  been  heretofore  enlisted  or 
have  volunteered  in  the  military  service,  all  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  so  far  as  the  payment  of 
bounty  and  mmpensation  are  provided,  shall  be 
equally  applicable  to  those  who  may  be  hereafter 
recruited ;  but  men  of  color  drafted  or  enlisted, 
or  who  may  volunteer  into  the  military  service, 
while  they  shall  be  credited  in  the  quotas  of  the 
several  States,  or  subdivisions  of  States  wherein 
they  are  respectively  drafted,  enlisted,  or  shall 
volunteer,  shall  not  be  assigned  as  State  troops, 
but  shall  be  mustered  into  regiments  or  com¬ 
panies  as  United  States  Colored  Volunteers.’’ 

The  quota  of  New  York  State  on  the  forth¬ 
coming  draft,  on  the  basis  of  a  call  for  five 
hundrM  thoiuand  men,  ia  ninety-five  thou¬ 
sand.  Since  October  last,  sixteen  thousand 
new  reemits  and  fifteen  thousand  veteran 
volunteers  have  enlisted,  leaving  sixty-four 
thousand  men.  This  number,  it  is  thought, 
will  be  reduced  to  fifty  thousand  before  the 
draft  is  enforced,  and  as  all  under  the  draft 
of  July  is  credited  on  this  caU,  the  quota 
wUl  be  again  materially  reduced.  Every¬ 
thing  will  be  credited  up  to  the  day  the 
draft  commences.  The  present  daily  aver¬ 
age  all  over  the  country  is  two  thousand  re¬ 
cruits,  which,  if  it  continues,  will  leave 
many  places  without  any  draft  Nearly 
ninety  thousand  veteran  volunteers  have  re¬ 
enlisted.  This  number  will  be  swelled  be¬ 
yond  one  hundred  thousand  before  the  draft 
is  enforced.  Besides  this,  all  the  vetenm 
r^ments  returning  from  their  homes  are 
bringing  one  and  two  hundred  new  recruits 
with  them,  and  present  no  deficiency  in 
their  original  ranks.

The  superabundance  of  funds  ren¬ 
ders  capitalists  ai^ious  to  secure  all  safe  invest¬ 
ments.  First  class  signatures  are  readily  accom¬ 
modated  at  and  below  6  per  cent.,  and  capitalists 
are  glad  to  lend  money  on  them.  The  Associat¬ 
ed  Banks  are  depositing  tb«ir  surplus  Greenback 
Currency  with  the  Treasury  on  6  per  cent,  inter¬ 
est,  10  days’  notice. 

The  present  bank  statement  Is  the  best  evi¬ 
dence  wo  can  have  of  the  great  influx  of  money 
at  this  centre,  and  it  also  shows  the  rapid  rate  of 
the  inflation  which  is  now  going  on.  Since  the 
commencement  of  the  present  month  the  depos¬ 
its  have  increased  nearly  seventeen  and  a  half 
millions  of  dollars,  and  the  loans  have  been  ex¬ 
tended  over  six  millions.  And  this  large  supply 
seeking  investment,  stimulates  speculation  in 
Wall  street  to  a  white  heat.  Thus  the  magni¬

one  hundred  and  twenty  millions  of  dollars  !
